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SUMMARY. 


A phase of the petroleum produc- 
tion monopoly is presented tor the 
consideration of those who so persist- 
ently advocate the combination of re- 
finers to restrict production for the 
purpose of reducing supplies and ad- 
vancing prices. The Color Manufac- 
turers are agitated over the possibility 
ofa revision of the Tariff and the 
probability, in that event, of their 
demands for certain modifications, to 
them imperatively uecesdary, being 
recognized; they want the duties on 
their raw material reduced to the level 
of the duty on manufactured colors or 
the duties on the latter increased to 
correspond with those levied on the 
former. The history of the drug mar- 
ket for the past year has been some- 
what remarkable, and some of the 
leading features are commented upon 
and an interesting comparison of 
pricesare given in an editorial article 
published elsewhere in this issue. <A 
rumored syndicate in Naval Stores has 
caused some excitement in Georgia, 
where it is proposed to commenee op- 
erations by purchasing all the avail- 
able pine forests and Turpentine dis- 
tilleries, but the matter is not viewed 
in a serious light in this market. Im- 
porters and manufacturers of bronze 
powders have finally agreed to sup- 
port prices without being governed by 
a regularly organized association. 
Several Lard refining firms have con- 
solidated their interests by organizing 
a company, which is identical with the 
Trust method of doing business. 

Linseed oil is considered from a 
chemical standpoint. Several trans- 
lations are published from French 
journals on fresh scientific discoveries. 
The licorice juice trade is reviewed for 
several years. A full text is given of 
the bill on lard compounds now before 
Congress. ‘The supply of alcohol for 
manufacturing purposes is considered 
from a foreign source. A case of hy- 
drophobia in St. Louis has been cured 
by antipyrioe, and the discovery is 
viewed as one of the most important 
made in some years. The Paris Phar- 
maceutical Society is taking sides 
against the patent rights on antipy- 
rine. Neosote is being introduced asa 
substitute for creosote in preserving 
wood. Acircular has been issued on 
the Rebate question. Oleomargarine 
has received considerable free adver- 
tising for some time, but the best ad- 
vertisement comes from the report of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. Wood 
alcohol samples have been examined 
and commented upon. A report is 
made on the chemical and allied indus- 
tries at the Manchester Royal Exhibi- 
tion. The percentage of essential oil 
in certain drugs and plants is given. 
Deliveries and stocks of drugs in Lon- 
don are compared. The subject of 
adulteration is receiving close atten- 
tion in Washinyton. Italian chemical 
statistics are furnished by an English 
consul. Hardening plaster of paris is 
explained. 
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THE PRODUCERS vs. THE RE- 
FINERS, 


It is the acknowledged object of the 
producers in organizing the shut-down 
movement to effect an advance in the 
price of their product. . To accom- 
plish this they have effected a combin- 
ation of the producers to restrict the 
production and thus cause a diminu- 
tion of the supply above ground, the 
consumption being considerably in ex- 
cess of the restricted production. This 
may be all very well from the produ- 
cers’ standpoint, but it may appear 
differently to others not directly inter- 
ested in producing territory. We 
notice that some of the loudest advo- 
cates of the shut-down have been fore- 
most in condemning every combina- 
tion of traders, dealers and manufac- 
turers, no matter for what purpose 
formed, and have not been slow to as- 
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sert that combination for the purpose 
of controlling the price of an article 


was upjust and in restraint of trade. 

Wherein does a combination of pro- 
ducers of petroleum having for their 
object the avowed purpose of enbane- 
ing the price differ from a combina- 
tion to advance the price of wheat or 
of any other merchantable cowmo- 
dity? We presume it makes all the 
difference whose ox is gored. If a com- 
bination of manufacturers to raise the 
price of their product isin restraint of 
trade, and consequently upjust and 
illegal, then also is such a combination 
of producers of petroleum. It istheaim 
and object of this association of pro- 
ducers to control the output and to 
enroll all the producers in their ranks. 
This accomplished makes a monopoly 
ofthe petroleum producing business. 
And pray wherein docs such a monop- 
oly differ from any other monopoly of 
trade, manufacture or production? 
Most of the producers will scout at the 
idea of calling their association a mon- 
opoly, but ‘‘a rose by any other name 
&e,” The movement so far has been 
successful,-and we have no doubt that 
this success will tend to keep the pro- 
ducers together and enable them to 
carry out their scheme, The result 
would be that the weapon of tke pro- 
ducers’ monopoly would prove a boom- 
erapg. We do not care to predict what 
the price will be, at the end of the 
period agreed upon, but this isthe way 
an esteemed contemporary puts it: 
‘Suppose the first year, which is the 
full term of the agreement, results in 
reducing the stocks 16,000,000 barrels, 
there will be remaining 15,000,000 bar- 
rels. If the price by November 1, 1888, 
goes to $1 50 per barre), the remainder 
will evidently be worth $22,500,000, 
wkereas the 31,000,000 barrels on hand 
on November 1, 1887, at 73 cents, were 
worth $22,630,000." Suppose some 
other industry were to combine to 
double the price of its product, the cry 
from the members of this association 
and its organs would be loud and 
deep. A combination of manufactur- 
ers of acid, nitro-glycerine, or drilling 
tools, for instance. 

Accepting the above figures as a fair 
estimate of what may be expected as 
the probable price in the event of the 
continuance of the shut-down to No- 
vember, 1, 1888, then we may expect 
to see export oil fourteen cents per 
gallon. This would mean that no 
more oil would be sent abroad, as at 
present prices we are now being un- 
dersold in the London and Liverpool 
markets by one penny per gallon by 
Russian oil, the present quotations 
being sixand a half pence per gallon 
for American and five and a half pence 
for Russian oil. The shutting off of our 
foreign outlet: would be a severe blow 
to the whole petroleum industry, pro- 
ducing and refining, from which it 
would probably never fully rc cover, and 
in the end the producers would become 
the greatest sufferers. The combinee 
tion to advance the price of crude may 
provea temporary benefit to produ- 
cers but it is at the expense of the 
refining industry, and one cannot long 
succeed in antagonism to the other. 
Their interests are mutual, and all 
measures intended to benefit the one 
should be devised with due regard to 
the conditions affecting the other.

THE COLOR-MAKERS AND 
TARIFF. 
Since it has become a settled fact 
that some attempt will be made to 
revive the tariff during the present 
session of Congress, the color manu- 
facturers of this and other cities have 
manifested a good deal of anxiety to 
know what will be done in their inter- 
est. That something must be done to 
assist them in successfully meeting 
foreign competition, they claim, ad- 
mits of no question, the disadvantages 
they are laboring under in this respect 
having already compelled them to 
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abandon the production of certain 
classes of goods. One manufacturer 
informs us that four departments in 
his works, fully equipped to produce 
colors of equal quality with the im- 
ported, have been shut down entirely 
during the past year, as he could not 
manufacture the goods and market 
them at a price that would enable him 
to successfully meet his foreign com- 
petitors. 

In a letter which appeared in our 
correspondence columns two weeks 
ago, the question of a revision of the 
tariff on manufactured colors and raw 
materials was discussed, and co opera- 
tion through the medium of a national 
association of color manufacturers was 
suggested as the best way of meeting 
the emergency and securing a proper 
conrideration of their demands by the 
Ways and Means Comwmittee when 
the tariff question is before that body. 
This suggestion has been well received 
by the color-makers of this city, and it 
is believed that an early effort will be 
made to secure the co operation of the 
trade throughout the country in or- 
gapizing a national association for the 
purpose named, This is the more pro- 
bable as the matter is now under cor- 
sideration by the Exe cutive Committee 
of the P iat Oil and Varnish Club of 
New York. 

From interviews with a number of 
leading color manufacturers, we learn 
that the chief d-fficalty they have to 
face in meeting fo eign competition is 
what they designate an extravagant 
tariff on “raw waterials” and ‘the 
insufficient protection accorded to 
mavuufactured colors.” For instance, 
ove of these gentlemen cited the case 
of certain blue pigments to show how 
great was the injustice, as he termed 
it, under which the American manu- 
facturer is compelled to work. The 
present duty on Chinese and Berlin 
biues is twenty per cent. ad valorem, 
while the duty on Prussian, Steel and 
Milori blues is tweuty-five per cent. 
ad valorem. They are a!l products of 
prusria’e of potash, which pays a 
tprcitic duty of five ceuts per pound. 
As ove hundred pounds of the prussi- 
ate yields but eighty pounds of the 
color, the maovufacturers claim that 
they actually pay a duty of six cents 
per pouod on their raw material, 
which, based on the market value in 
Europ», is equivalent to more than 
forty-five per ceut. ad valorem. In 
manulacturiog chrome yellows the 
manufacturers say they are placed at 
eveo a greater disadvantage. The 
duty on the manufactured article is 
twenty-five per cent. ad valorem, while 
the “raw materials,” sugar of lead and 
bichromate of potash, pay the equiva- 
lent of one hundred per cent. and forty 
per cent., respec’ively. Numerous 
vther instances, the manufacturers 
assert, might be cited to prove the 
“ipjustice” to them of the present 
tariff. 

The intention of the color trade, we 
are informed, is not to demand in- 
creased protection for their products 
nor an absolute abolition of the tax on 
‘raw material;” but they will be sat- 
isfied, they say, with a revision which 
regulates the duties on both, so that 
the bulk of the tax will not fall upon 
those materi1ls which they require in 
their processes. In other words, they 
will demand that the tax on “raw 
materials” be reduced to the level of 
that on the wapbufactured colors, or 
that the duties on the latter be in- 
creased to those on the materials used 
in their production. As this involves 
the question of whatis ‘'raw material,” 

aud avy attempt to settie trat ques- 
tion from the color-makers’ point of 
view is sure to be met with strong 
opposition from the chemival mann- 
facturere, whose interests are equally 
invoived, there seems to be littie pros- 
pect of a satisfactory result beiog 
raached, However, the color-makers 
are very much in earnest, and if some 
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united effort is not made to urge their 
claims upon Congress it is quite certain 
that a number of individual manu- 
facturers will go to Washington this 
winter and attempt to secure some of 
the changes in the tariff which they 
claim are absolutely necessary to en- 
able them to continue their business.

THE AGREEMENT ON BRONZE 
POWDERS. 


As intimated in last week’s issue of 
the REPORTER, some good has resulted 
from the effort to combine in observ- 
ing prices on bronze powders, bro- 
cades, dutch metal, metallics, flitters, 
etc. An agreement has been signed by 
all of the leading importers and manu- 
facturers, but the exact nature of it is 
not made known. Prices ure to be 
fixed under certain conditions, and gell 
ers are only prevented from competing 
in certain channels of trade. It is un- 
derstood that the mutual compact 
places large consumers on au equal 
footing, and that they are certain of 
being quoted uniform prices. The 
firms who are co-operating to confine 
the limits of competition are not gov- 
erned by an association with a staff of 
officers, or by by-laws to guide their 
movements, with annual dues to assist 
in defraying expenses, but a pledge of 
faith toabide by the decision of the 
majority. Several forms of agree 
ment were submitted for adoption, but 
it was found impossible to regulate 
values on all the various grades of 
goods in that line of business, and it 
required considerable study and altera- 
tion to draft a plan that was entirely 
satisfactory. It was for this reason 
that they were unable to adopt the 
paris green form of association which 
had been suggested and discussed. 
We are assured that the intention is 
not to demand an unreasonable profit 
on bronze powders,etc., but to maintain 
an advance corresponding with the 
price of copper and spelter, and to 
have uniform values on a line of goods 
which were formerly sold at a loss. 
The parties to the agreement hope to 
stem the tide of ruinous competition, 
and establish a better basis for busi- 
ness, which the go-as you-please system 
prevented. 
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RUMORED SYNDICATE IN NAVAL 
STORES. 

Intelligence was received in this city 
from Savannah last Thursday, to the 
effect that a New York syndicate had 
been organized with a capital of six 
million dollars for the purpose of buy- 
ing up the Georgia pine forests and 
turpentine distilleries. As such a 
scheme concerns all the factors and 
producersin the State named, it has 
caused not a little excitement there. 
A representative of the syndicate is 
said to be on the coveted field and 
making observations for future actioa. 
The fact is referred to that persons in 
Bainbridge were taken iuto the confi- 
dence of the representative and opin- 
ions solicited as to the probable suc- 
cess of such a venture, 

In order to ascertain if any of the 
New York receivers of naval stores 
were identified with the movement, a 
member of the REPORTER'S staff called 
upon them, and was assured that they 
had no connection with the syndicate, 
and did not believe in the scheme. 
They characterized it as preposterous 
and stated that previous efforts to 
corner the naval stores market had re- 
sulted so disastrously to the manipu- 
lators, that their experience would be 
a lesson to others. The general opin- 
ion seemed to be that the alleged un- 
dertaking was not worthy of serious 
consideration, ard it was argued that 
the control of Georgia’s production 
would encourag+ an increased output 
io the Carolinas, Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi, and that the shipments 
from outlying ports would grow in

element in the market. It seemed to 
puzzle the trade how six million dol- 
lars would cover the immense territory 
of Georgia and place all the distilleries 
inone power. It was learned during 
the discussion that timber land can be 
bought in that section at from two to 
four dollars per acre and that good 
turpentine-producing tracts can be 
leased at about one dollar and a half 
per acre per season. The greater por- 
tion of rosin and spirits turpentine 
come from Georgia, while the produc- 
tion in the Carolinas has been gradu- 
ally decreasing. Savannah is the most 
important naval stores port, its re- 
ceipts to next April being estimated at 
600,000 barrels rosin and 160,000 barrels 
turpentine out of an estimated total 
crop of 1,200,000 barrels rosin and 325,- 
000 barrels turpentine. Brunswick, 
Ga., receives about 100,000 barrels of 
rosin during a season, while the re- 
ceipts of Fernandina in the same State 
are of small consequence. The indus- 
try in Florida has not made much pro- 
gress but more attention is directed to 
Alabama where much better results 
are expected inthe future. Mississippi 
has also come to the front in this line 
within the past two years, and the 
opinion is advanced that New Orleans, 
La, may also become an important 
So far 
as the alleged syndicate is concerned, 
the REPORTER can find no one who 
has any knowledge of the scheme or 
who entertains any belief that such a 
movement is under way. It is doubt- 
less a canard originated and circulated 
with the view of disturbing the har- 
mony which is said to characterize the 
industry. 
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A RETROSPECTIVE VIEW OF THE 
DRUG MARKET, 


In many respects the past year, 
viewed from the jobbing druggists’ 
standpoint, has been a remarkable one, 
exceeding in interest even the great 
“*bvom” years of 1879-80. It has been 
chiefly remarkable for the large 
amount of business done on small 
sales, the steady appreciation in values 
in many lines, and the numerous at- 
tempts at cornering staples that have 
fallen flat almost before they were well 
under way. For a number of years 
speculative inclination has been al- 
most dormaut in the drug trade, the 
painful recollections of the results at 
tending speculative ventures in the 
early part of the present decade being 
still too fresh to be obliterated even 
by the alluring prospects of large gain 
which at various times combinations 
of circumstances have made possible. 
The depression in prices during 1884-'85 
brought about a condition of affairs in 
the two years following which was cal- 
culated to revive the speculative spirit, 
though, as events have proved, the 
operators did not in all cases have the 
courage of their convictions. If the 
records of the market for the past two 
years are referred to it will be found 
that in almost every instance where 
an advance in prices of natural pro- 
ducts has occurred the cause assigned 
has been failure of the crop. In most 
cases this failure was traceable primar- 
ily to the unprofitable prices obtained 
during the previous season, which dis- 
couraged the producers and induced 
them to turn their attention to more 
remunerative occupations. During the 
current year, in addition to the un- 
profitable returns for their labor, the 
producers have suffered from the ef- 
fects of prolonged drouths and heat in 
some sections, and excessive rain and 
cold in others, so that if half the re- 
ports which have been cabled from 
Europe or telegraphed from the agri- 
cultural sections of this country are 
true the smallest crops on record of 
nearly all the roots, herbs, leaves and 
barks known to materia medica, have 
been harvested this year. Naturally 
the most has been made of these 
reports of short crops, though not al- 









ways with the results expected. Most 

of these efforts to boom special staples 
have been made since the beginning 

of the current year. The first attempt 

ata corner, based ona reported short- 
age in the crop, was made in January, 

when the stock of short buchu leaves 

was concentrated and the price ad- 
varced from about six cents per pound 

to twenty-five cents. Unfortunately 

for the operators, the trade had little 
use for buchu leaves at such an ex- 

travagant price, and before the results 
of the corner could be realized another 
seuson came around bringing an abun- 
dant supply, which the South African 
natives hurried to market to get the 
benefit of the artificial values. So 
“boom No. 1” collapsed, and the price 
of buchu leaves fell back to about the 
figure at which the upward move- 

ment started, and has not varied much 
since. While the buchu boom was at 
its height a corner in ipecac was an- 
nounced. The cholera appearing in 
Scuth America caused a quarantine 
to be established by the Brazilian gov- 
ernment against the up-country peo- 
ple, who gather the ipecac root, and, 

as the markets of Europe and America 
were at that time ‘‘bare of supplies,” 
prices went up rapidly from eighty- 
seven and a-bhalf cents per pound to 
the neighborhood of two dollars and a- 
quarter, underthe manipulation of a 
local dealer, who bought up all thestock 
here and abroad. Somehow, ip spite 
of the cholera quarantine, supplies 
found their way to market, and the 
bottom fell out of “tboom No. 2,” 
though the subsequent depreciation in 
values was not as great asin the case 
of buchu. The effort to toom Ameri- 
can saffron at the beginning of the 
year was not so successful as a later 
one, which is still in progress, though 
both were founded on reportsof a total 
failure cf the crop in Mexico. Next to 
the failure of the buchu corner the 
most complete of all such disastors to 
the operators was the collapse of the 
ergot boom, which was of compara- 
tively recent occurrence. A few other 
corners of lesser consequence which 
met with more or less disappointing 
results to the operators will be too 
well remembered to need special men- 
tion here. The successful movements 
were not so numerous, but there was 
less of the speculative element about 
them. Among these may be cited cu- 
beb berries, juniper berries, cassia oil, 
borax, coca leaves, senega root, and 
one or two other articles. It is possible 
that the same fate may overtake these 
that befel buchu, ergot and ipecac be- 
fore many weeks have passed, but at 
present the advanced prices seem to 
be warranted. The fluctuations in 
the market for quinine and the tussle 
of the bulls and bears for supremacy 
in the opium market have been so of- 
ten discussed of late that nothing 
now remains to be said. While there 
have been numerous changes in the 
prices of drugs which have been highly 
satisfactory to the sellers, the buyers 
have been favored by depreciation in 
values in other lines. A comparison of 
present prices with thuse ruling six 
months ago and at the beginning of 
the year may prove interesting at this 
time, and is given herewith:

A TRUST UNDER ANOTHER NAME. 


Five lard refining firms of this city 
have consolidated their interests and 
will conduct business hereafter under 
the name of one company, with the 
regular officers, directors, etc. The 
principal object is economy in manu- 
facture and administration, thus enat- 
ling the firms interested to more suc- 
cessfully meet competition. The vari- 
ous trade-marks and brands will be 
used as formerly, but the individuality 
of the several firms composing the 
company will not be continued as 
heretofore; they go out of bus- 
iness and the new corporation takes 
their place—the parties interested 
either having sold outright or accepted 
a certain amount of stock for the trans- 
ferofthe work , processes of manufac 
ture, good-will, ete., to the combina- 
tion. This amalgamation is said to 
have been absolutely necessary for self- 
protection ; the sharp competition was 
proving disastrons, and a loose system 
of credits drew on the resources of ull 
the firms, so that each year’s net results 
showed less profit, and in some cases 
more loss than profit. They hope to 
regain, by close partnership, what was 
lost by individual action. 

This form of combination is identical 
with the Trust feature of doing busi- 
ness,and the gentlemen who engineered 
the lard scheme to a successful issue 
would probably have adopted the word 
**Trast,” had it not become unpopular 
through agitation io the press. When 
several firms consolidate their interests 
to transact business under one head, 
you may call it a 'I'rust, a Company, or 
whatever pleases the fancy and the 
exigencies of the case—it is the samein 
practice, and oneis justas responsible 
before the law asthe other. It makes 
no difference whether the manag¢ rs are 
called trustees or directors, whether 
the stock is taken by a few persons or 
scattered among many, the fact re- 
maius that the motives, the advantages 
and methods of doing business are iden- 
tical. We have hau another illustra- 
tion that this feature of trade is popu- 
lar by the consolidation of all the ultra- 
marine manufacturers, and a; board of 
trustees will hereafter manage that 
industry.

industry has been stricken with a blight as se- 
vere as that which has overtaken the sugar 
industry.— The Scotsman.

The manufacturers 
have a large capital at their command and are 
Pushing the sale of their metallic paint with 
energy. 


Contracts were awarded last week for the 
erection of a plate glass factory at Grapeville, 
Pa. The promoters of the enterprise are capi- 
taliste of Pittsburg and Philadelphia and the 
cost of the works will be $250,000. Stark Bros., 
the contractors, commence work this week, 
and will put on a large force of men. The 
buildings will be of stone, and will be completed 


during the coming year. The works, when in 
operation, will employ 1.000 men. Reference 
to these projected works was made in the last 
issue of the REPORTER, but tbe statements 
then at hand were so vague that little credence 
was attached to them.

In refer- 
ence to the business on the Board of Trade, he 
decided that all transactions on the Board of 
Trade, whether for cash or for future, were 
legitimate, and indebtedness occurring there- 
from could be collected in that court, The 
jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for the 
full amount, $1,156, and two and a half years’ 
interest. 


A large number of Italian merchants doing 
business in this city met last week at No. 24 
State street, and resolved to organize a cham- 
ber of commerce, in accordance with the rec- 
ommendation of Sig. Grimaldi, the Minister of 
Commerce in Italy, who believes that trade 
betwean his country and the United States 
will be greatly benefited and developed by 
such an organization. The cfficers elected 
were: A. Vivanti, president; A. Bonano, vice- 
president, and 8. Cartoni, treasurer. The fol 
lowing named gentiemen were elected as a 
counci!: N. Barroti, C. A. Baraltoni, B. Berdo- 
lini, D. Cella, L. Contenceni, G. Lordi, A. Old- 
rini, C. Stefani and B. Bertini.

WESTERN NOTES. 
Special correspondence of the O1L, PAINT AND 
Drua REPORTER.) 








CHICAGO, Dev, 24, 1887. 

To utilize an expressive bitof distinctively 
American slang, the linseed oil market may be 
characterized as “booming.” An advance of 
8c in one week at aseason which is usually 
marked by depression. if not by comparative 
stagnation, has been almost as moch a matter 
of surprise to jobbers and consumers as it un- 
questionably is a source of supreme satisfac~ 
tion to producers. And yet sucb an advance 
has been the record of the past week. The first 
advance (which war, perbaper, tentative, and 
which did not exceed ic per gallon) was deter- 
mined upon on Wednesday, when inquirers 
were informed by holders that the price of o:1 
was 48c—an appreciation of ic over the closing 
quotations of last Saturday. Before the be- 
wildered seekers for information had thorough- 
ly recovered from the shock thus rudely im- 
parted—in fact, within forty-eight hours there- 
after—50c had been agreed upon as a minimum 
value for round lots. And now crushers 
are devoting their leisure moments to re- 
ceiving and replying to telegrams, and 
to listening to and answering the inquiries 
of unfortunate brokers. Of a truth, this sea- 
son the dog emphatically and peremptorily re- 
fuses to be wagged by the tail. That the adop- 
tion of sucha policy should have elicited no 
little comment, particularly in some interested 
quarters, is no more than might have been ex- 
pected, Stocks in the hands of jobbers and 
consumers are universally conceded to be very 
light and it is hardly to be expected that men 
who declined to buy oil at 40c in the expecta- 
tion of purchasing at 46 can view the present 
situation without more or less emotion. If it 
were necessary to plead justification by way of 
defense, one would need not seek far. The fact 
that the seed market is constantiy advancing 
and that cake mapifests no special upward 
tendency might be urged by way of explana- 
tion; but apart from this consideration, it must 
be remembered that the natural tendency 
of human nature (and especially commercial 
nature) is to place a high estimate on any arti- 
cle which is specially prized or in particular 
request. When these circumstances are con- 
sidered in connection with the fact that the 
great bulk of an article as staple as flour 
is in the hands and under the exblusive 
control of manufacturers who have ex- 
perienced more than one season of disaster in 
the recent past, the present course of the mar- 
ket can hardly be a source of suprise. Still one 
hears suppressed murmurings of discontent, 
and grumblings against “trusts” and “combi- 
nations.” The more influential element of the 
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Jobbing trade, however, is disposed t> acquiesce 
in the condition of things and finds no fault 
with any outlook which promises assured 
steadiness of the market. 


At all evente, there is discernable a disposi- 
tion on the part of purchasers to “get in out of 
the wet,” if one may judge from the increase 
of inquiry, which is coming from all points of 
the compass, from the Eaet as well as from the 
West. Crushers, however, meet the demand in 
a spirit of unwonted firmness, and not one of 
them manifests the slightest anxiety to sells 
Some brokers and purchasers are inclined to 
suspect that there may be some latent sus- 
picion On the part af holders that the market 
tgay advance one or two additional points be- 
fore the necessary consumptive requirements 
shall have been supplied. Meanwhile, there is 
more or less speculation being indulged in as 
to the breaking down of the traditional differ- 
ence between the price of oil in the West and 
that of city oll in New York, a difference which 
has come tobe almost regarded as norma). Just 
what will be the ultimate outcome isa question 
of no little interest in trade circles. 


Cincinnati and St. Louis maintain their rela- 
tive difference in quotations as compared with 
the local market, the former being about the 
same and the latter one cent higher than our 
own. In one word, the prospect all through 
the West has never been brighter when viewed 
from the producer's standpoint, and the prob- 
ability of harmony among crushers leads to an 
expectation that the spring will witness a firm 
and buoyant market. 

The advance in ocean freights has tended 
somewhat to check the export demand for 
cake, although the inquiry for home conusump- 
tion has been more brisk than fr some time 
past. Between the two descriptions of demand 
the output is being redily absorbed, although 
at a slight decline in values, current quotations 
being about $20 60. 


FLAXSEED. 


While the official report inspection showed 
but 98 cars inspec: ed in as against 1£3 last week, 
the total receipts by rail (63 961 bush 1) have 
exceeded those of a week azo by 1,924. The 
“visible supply” continues to increase 
the amount in store at the beginning 
of the week being 440,409 bushels, or 
65,051 more than at ths commencement 
of the week preceding. On the csorres- 
ponding date of last year there were 482,355 
bushels in public elevators and 22,660 sfluat in 
the lake, awaiting transportation to the east. 
That the quantity in store is slightly increas- 
ing is apparent from the fact that the week's 
shipments (75,132 bushels) have been 11,170 
bushels more than the receipts, while the dis- 
crepancy between the total arrivals and the of- 
ficial inspection would seem to indicate that a 
portion of the former has simple passed 
throngh this city in transit for points further 
eatt. The greater proportion of the stock of 
seed now here is in winter storage, and some of 
itno doubt is being held against May Con- 
tracts. As regards the comparat ve movement 
of seed during this week and the corresponding 
period of last year, it may be remarked that 
while there have been 24,868 fewer bushels ar- 
riving, the shipments tor the last five days 
have exceeded those Of the same week in 1886 
by 29,530 bushels. 

Little business has been transacted during 
the week, although there bas been a fair de- 
mand on the part of crusbers, as well as in- 
quiry on the part of brokers who repre- 
sented outside parties, apnx'!ous to 6é- 
cure small lots. Reported sales aggregate 
but 67 ‘cars of cash _ seed including 
all grades. And as regards the fpevulative 
market inactivity has been the rule. 1,00 burh- 
els of December and 10,00 of January baving 
changed hands. There hus been noticeab’e 
a steady upward tendency, prices for cash seed 
having ranged between $1 78@: 29, and future 
deliverjes have reacted sympathetically. New 
seed, ef course, yet remains the obj -ctive point 
of speculative inquiry; and while no sales are 
reported bids have advanced from $1 33@1 36, 
holders bung obdurate in their demand for just 
}@loc. higher prices than buyers professed a 
willingness to pay. The range of prices has 
been as follows: casb, $1 25@1 29, January $1 2444 
@1 27, May $133@1 38. Light receipts have re- 
sulted in light offerings. those of yesterday bav- 
ing been the smallest since the epening of the 
crop year. A 1 through the week buyers have fur 
outreached sellers. and attractive propositions 
on the part of the former have failed to meet 
with the customary response. One year ago 
there was a reasonably fair inquiry on the part 
of exporters. This year there is comparatively 
none, a8 is best shown by the fact that the ex- 
portation has dwiodied from 21,006,684 bushels 
last year to 103,911 during the twelve calendar 
months ending December 31, 1837. 


Brietly to epitomize the present situation, 
there aretwo distinct parties in the market.

OILs. 

Scant atocks of cotton oil in this market 
might be not unnaturally supposed to in- 
duce higher prices, and in fact a bet- 
ter feeling is perceptible this week than 
last. Nearly all grades are more firmly 
held, and there is a more or less clear- 
ly defined tendency toward an apprecia- 
tion in values. Some cf the cfferings of cheap 
oll have been withdrawn from the market with 
most salutary effect, if one regards the situa- 
tion only from the holders’ standpoint. Stocks 
inthe West are far from being excessive in 
amount, and brokers as « rule profess them- 
selves comparatively well satisfied with the 
present outlook. 

Lard oil remains unchanged in respect of 
production, demand or price. While the fluc- 
tuation in the lard market has not been without 
its influence, the staple oil has wanaged to hold 
its own against all comers. Some trifilng im- 
provement in export inquiry may be noted, but 
silesto exporters remain about as sparse as 
@ver. Mostof the output is being consumed 
in its normal market in the West, although the 
high prices at presens prevailing have not 
operated to check more or less movement 
toward the East. The stock or lard in this 
city—which may not unreasonably b2 pre- 
sumed to exercise some irfluence upon the 
price of lard ol—bas increased some 4,000 
tlerces during the week. Considered by itself, 
this circumstance might be thought to point to 
lower prices, but lower prices are yet among 
the uncertainties of the future. 


PAINTS, 
Quiet reigns supr: me in the city paint trade 
and the market is absolu‘ely devoid cf interest- 
jug features. The advance in ultramarine has 
not occasioned any surprise; indeed, the pre- 
vailing comment is the expressiors of surprise 
that it had not occurred before. Apart from 
the fact that It isthe result of a combination 
of mauufacturers, the rise would be looked 
upon as a natural reaction from the ruinous'y 
ow rates at which the pigment has been soid 
forsome time past. It is surmised, however, 
that the success which has attended the move- 
ment will stimulate manufacturers in other and 
similar lines to “go and do likewise.” The 
little feeling cf excitement occasioned by the 
recent upward movement in vermilion and 
shellac bas died away, and the situation re- 
wains substantially unchanged. White lead is 
as heavy as ever, although the recent advance 
of Keo to lo is being fairly well maintained. In 
view of the prevailing dullness, however, some 
copjecture is heard as to what may be theeffect 
upon prices of the slightly duller feeling in 
the pig load market. As the whole mat- 
ter stands at present, the problem is a rather 
interesting one. It is contrary tothe custom 
of corrodes to replenish their beds in Decem- 
ber, and the present market value of pig lead 
acts asadeterrent uponthem. They have no 
faith in existing prices, which they attribute 
to ficticious causes, if not to actual speculative 
manipulation. Hence, they turn a cold shoul- 
der upon the market and wait for a decline, 
which they regard as inevitable. Meanwhile, 
close observers, of conservative tendencies and 
undoubted judgment, are disposed to believe 
that the entire stock of “dry” in Chicago 
scarcely equals, and certainly does not exceed, 
100 tons. Jobbers are in the same state of 
glorious uncertainty as regards white lead ag 
they were some months ago in reference to lin- 
seed oil, and nO one is disposed to bazarda 
prediction. The indeterminate factor is, be- 
yond peradventure, the course of the pig lead 
market. Should an advance in the crude ma- 
terial ocour next month, and corrodes be 
caught with depleted beds, an advance in white 
lead is among the possibilities, even if it can- 
not be gaid to be probable, Refiners and brok- 
ers are discussing the situation from this 
standpoint, and the former are disposed to 
meet the latter half-way, but precisely where 
the jobbing trade is to come in remains un- 
certain, 





“Countenanced Blackmail.” 


ANOTHER LETTER FROM “VICTIM.”

Editor O11, Paint AND DruG REPORTER: 
Wheu I characterized the system of levying 
tribute which has been adopted by a number 
of drug jobbing houses as “blackmail,” I had 
not consulted Webster to learn whether his 
definition of the word corresponded with the 
act I was describing, and I wastherefore un- 
certain whether the use of the word was tech- 
nically strictly correct.

Fairchild Brothers and Fostor to say that the 
victim of these tithe gatherers should simply 
say “no,” but the occasion for such refusal 
should not exist. The whole system is bad and 
the proprietor should not be called upon to 
contribute toward this expense of a jobber's 
busine‘ any more than he should to pay the 
cost of his blank account books, or his bill 
heads or offive stationery. I do not know how 
extended has been Megsrs. Fairchild Brothers & 
Foster’s experience with the jobbing trade, but 
if it has extended over as many years as mine, 
they must know that whatever may be the 
power of the jobbers some of them will not 
hesitate to push their demands for advertising 
in a way that can enly be described by the 
word “blackmail.” They may be as powerless 
to enforce their implied or openly expressed 
threats as they are to carry out their liberal 
promizes, but neither of these accord with the 
freedom of action which Messrs. F. B. & F. re- 
gard as open to the proprietor. As tothe value 
of these media, which they find it so easy to 
estimate, I must say that not more than five 
that I have examined seemed to me to possess 
merit enough to make them of any utility. 

I have advertised in scores of them with no 
other object in view, generally speaking, than 
a desire to doa friendly act to the jobber. If 
he has been as honest as Meesrs. F., B. & F. be- 
lieve him to be, I have gained nothing by the 
transaction for Iam sure no retailer has ever 
boughta dozen of my preparation in conse- 
quence of these advertisements. I have there- 
fore been bled for nothing and still must re-

Against the Taxation of Lard. 


CHICAGO, Dev. 23, 1897. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Our attitude in respect to the present lard 
agitation, and our refusal to indorse a move- 
ment for the taxation of refined lard which is 
‘instigated by rival interests, has occasioned so 

much criticism and newspaper comment that 
we think an explanaticn is in order. 

We are opposed to the taxation of any fuod 
products whether compounds or imitations, and 
think any measure which tends to increase the 
cost, or unnecessarily restrict the sale of food 
cheapening products is both unwise and unjust. 
A proper public policy should racher aim at the 
encouragement of the manufacture and sale of 
all domestic wholesome food products which 
lessen the cost of living, Whilst opposed to 
the taxation of such produots, we are in favor 
of their sale upon theit merits, and wil] 
cheerfully support apy anti-adulteration bil! 
which fully cover the manvfacture and 
honest sale of all commodities under their true 
and proper names, and which provides for the 
entire prohibition of the manufacture or sale 
of any and every article of food which is dele- 
terious to the public health, but we must insist 
that there is no justice in singling out refined 
lard or any one food product which is admit- 
tedly wholesume and meritorious, for special 
legislation. Full consideration should be given 
to the rights and obligations of small merch- 
ants under such lawe; but petitioning manu- 
facturers eager for the protection of their 
private interests only, care little what trouble 
small dealers are subjected to; in fact, their 
purpose in advocating such legislation seems 
to beto make the Jaw so onerous that retail- 
ing dealers either cannot or will not attempt 
to do business under it. 

The English government has shown far more 
contideration for the mutual interests and pro- 
tection of both the public and its tradesmen, 
and we believe that in its "Merchandise Marks 
Act” has enacted a measure which ingures to 
the public the fullest protection from imposi- 
tion, and to the dealer the least pessible incon: 
venience. If any honest attempt is made in 
this country to enact such a law, one that shall 
be more a regulation than a restriction and one 
fully covering all food products, drugs and 
other commodities, we will give it our hearty 
encouragement.

The 
Board of Aldermen in October, 18.7, granted 
Permi:sion to John M. Toucey, of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
Company, to lay this pipe, and it is now used 
to convey petroleum from the depots a:d 
works at Weehawken and Bergen Point to the 
refineries at Hunter's Point. 


The Payta Petroleum Company (Limite¢) has 
been registered in London, with a capital of 
£300,000, in £1 sharee. Ot ject, to adopt and 
carry out an agreement dated November 29, 
1887, baving for its ot ject the purchase of cer- 
tain petroliferous lands known as the Hacienda 
Minabrea, situate in the province of Payta, in 
the Republic of Peru; to sink welle, and other- 
wise to search for and get petroleum and other 
mineral oils and producte. The number of 
directors shall not be less than three nor more 
than seven, and the fi st shall be nominated by 
the signatories to the memorandum of associa- 
tion. The qualification of adirector shali be 
the holding of at least £250 in the capital of the 
company; remuneration, £:00 per annum for 
each director. 


President Pitts and a co.:.mittee representing 
the K. of L. co operative oil refining company 
of this city visited Philadelphia Tuesday for 
the purpose of obtaining the endorsement of 
the general executive board to a scheme in 
which each district assembly would become an 
agency forthe distribution of the company’s 
products among the different locals connected 
with the dietrict. The mission was successful 
and the board will issue a recommendation ata 
later period. It is not at all improbable that 
the refinery here will be completed and put in 
running order atanearly day. A movement 
witb that end in view is certainly on foot, but 
the officers of the K. of L company are atill 
reticent on the subject.— Olean Herald. 


The farmers in the Mt Morris region have 
become so excited over the oil finds in their 
vicinity that they have run up the price of the 
land to such an exorbitant figure as to deter 
most of the operators from drilling, and num- 
bers who went out there with that purpose in 
view were discouraged and left. Because of 
this, notwithstanding the promise of the field, 
there has not been that development which 
wasexpected. During the last few weeks, 
however, active work has begun. Two rigs 
have been put up on ten acre leases and Mr. 
Hukill bas built one new rig, with others to 
follow shortly. Drilling at the first two rigs 
will commence in a few daye. 


There is no abatement in the interest in the 
oil discoveries at Wesnersville, but rather a 
constant increase. The members of the com- 
pany recently formed held a meeting, at which 
Joshua Bailey, the owner of the well, was 
present, and they have at last succeeded in 
leasicg bis property. He bas hitherto refused 
to lease unless he should be indemnifiad in ad- 
vance, but he has now agreed to do so, provid- 
ed they put up an engine and machinery ready 
to bore a well within thirty days. If they do 
not strike oil, they are to recompense him for 
all damages. If they do, they are to pay hima 
royalty and $200 bonus. 


On Wednesday last a naj htha pipe through 
which the city gas works of Rochester draws 
ite supplies of that fluid sprung a leak and 
some 10,000 or more gallons escaped into the 
sewers, and the gas generated coming in con- 
tact with fire caused an explosion which tore 
up the streete, injuring a score or more of 
people and also set fire to three mills, causing 
aloss by fire of over $200,000. The principal 
sewer of the city was destroyed, and the dam. 
age by thefexplosion, other than by the burn- 
-pg of the mills, is estimated at upwards of 
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$300,000. It wasa big scare for Rochester and 
will no doubt result in the adoption of a change 
in the mode of conveying naphtha through the 
streets of that city. 


W. A, Earseman, superintendant of the An- 
chor Oi] Company, at Oil City, related the fol- 
lowing tO a newspaper correspondent: “I was 
Out in the oil fields to-day and saw a queer 
thing. At one of our wells the gas was led off 
several rods and burned at the end of a pipe. 
The flame was close enough to the ground to 
make considerable warmth in the earth for 
three or four yards around. Although the 
ground wasfrc zen hard outside of this circle, 
and covered with snow, the warmth from the 
gas flame had woke up a hill of black ants that 
were as lively as crickets and working in their 
circumscribed locality as if it were midsummer. 
Occasionally some of them would get beyond 
their sinall patch of summer land and run into 
the snow. It was « curious spectacle to watch 
them back out, shake the snow < ff their legs, 
and scud back for the inside of the warm belt.” 


The Cooke Brewing Company, of Chicago, 
used city water in the m&nufacture of beer, but 
bas a water works system of its own whicb 
supplies what is necessary for steam and such 
purposes. A pipe extends from the brewery 
forty feet out into the lake. The pump isa 
new one. The engineer last Thursday noticed 
that it seemed to be pumping wind. Thinking 
there wes a leak in the lake pipe, it was brought 
to the surlace, but was apparently sound. There 
was mud oo the strainer, which was thought 
strange, as it was supposed the bottom of the 
lake wastandy. Again the pump was stariec 
bat it failed to bring up water. Then one of 
the valves was removed, and asligbt explosion 
took place. The engineer brought a lighted 
candle ic, and as he approached the valve a 
pillar of fiime burst forth, burned for a few 
moments and then went out. A one anda balf 
inch pipe was inserted in the five inch one, and 
a threc-quarter inch opening made in the end 
of the smaller pipe. F.om thie, for over 
twenty-four houre, a fifteen-ioch flame cf gas 
has been burpiug, aad experts declare it to be 
natural gas. 


The use of oil in calming rough waters is well 
known, butitis not so generally known that 
outside ih; area of oll there is a still more vio- 
lent agitation of the waves which constitutes a 
great danger. The Revue Scientifique relates 
the following inc:dent, which proves the reality 
of the danger: “On the £0ih of last September 
a life-boat from Calais went out on the sea to 
make some studies on the use of oil as a means 
of quickly calming the violence of the waver. 
It was onc: more proved that oil pou:ed upcn 
the water around a sbip suppressed radically 
the largest waver. Within a relatively restrict- 
ed ares a sbip was no more troubled, but out- 
side of the circle of action the waves became 
more furious; they took, in a certain sense, 
their revenge, and if another boat was near it 
would have been exposed to great danger. 
These troubles were felt by the life-boat. 
Having gone outside «f the protecting z>ne, 
and no more oil being thrown on the water, one 
of the sailors was caught by a wave (coup de 
mer). His car was snatched cff him, it caught 
him around th3 waist and threw bim in the 
water. Fortunately, he was rescued.” 


A report comes from Lima to the effect that 
a great oil project is on foot there which is 
nothing less than the building of an immense 
pipe line from that city to Findlay, North 
Baltimore, Cygnet and Haskins, tapping this 
immenee oil ficld and piping its great wealth 
toand making Lima the center and depot of 
the great Ohio fields. The projected pipe line 
runs from the Watt tank farm south of the 
Lima, which contains 35 tanke, holding 35,000 
barrels each, thence northeast to Findlay. 
From Findlay the line will run to North Balti- 
more and to the great weils at Cygnet and Has- 
kins, and will transport the immense product 
of these fie!\ds to Lima to be stored there for 
future use and worked up by the great refiner- 
ies located there. The line will consist of a 
6 inch pipe, and will be laid 2 feet under 
ground. The farmers have been very friendly 
toward the new project, accepting the offer of 
20c.arodand granting the right of way, the 
pipe line company agreeing to repair all the 
ditches, drains or any other property damaged, 
and to make good any loss that might at any 
time occur. 


This neat trick to “beat” the verdant 
grangere, is vouchsd for by an exchange: 
Some months ago a number of farmers in the 
Hickory gas district leased their farms to a 
company of gas-well operators on cundition of 
receiving $1,000 per annum for each producing 
well. The drill was put down to whatis known 
as the Gantz sand, where a streng vein of gas 
was stiuck. Some time afterward the pressure 
began to weaken. The operators, who were 
paying the $1,000 royalty cn a large number of 
wells, announced to the farmers receiving the 
royalty that unless the payment was reduced 
to $500 a year they (the operators) would be 
forced to draw the casing from the wells and 
abandon the field. Tbe farmers became aJarmed 
and signed new leasee, agceeing to accept $500 
per well in place of the $1,(00 royalty. When 
the new leases were all signed the operators 
started their drilis and sank them a few feet 
to another sard, and tapped one of the strong- 
est gas veins in the entire region. The pressure 
isdouble what the Gantz vein was, and the 
royaity ig one-half as wnuch. Qne farmer’s 
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income alone is reduced by this smart trick of 
the operators $15.00) a year, and the joss to the 
land-owners will reach over $150,000 a year.

Proposed Legislation on Adultera- 


tion. 

A pumber of bills of this character have al- 
ready been introduced in conyress. The fol- 
lowing is abuut as sweeping as any of them, 
and will interest a large circle of readere:— 

A bill renealing an act of August 2, 1886, enti- 
tled “An act de flaing butter; also imposing 
a@ tax upon and regulating the manufac- 
ture, sale and importation and exportation 
of oleomargarine;’’ and also to prevent the 
adulteration of food products: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That the act of Aug- 
ust 2, 1886, entitled “An act defining butter; 
aleo imposing a tax upon and regulating the 
manufacture, sale and importation and ex- 


Portation of oleomargarine,” is hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec:ion2. That n> person shall put up for 
sale or shall sell or shall import or export or 
Prepare for sh'pment or shall +hip any oleo- 
Margarine, oleo, vleomargarine oil, butterine, 
lardine, suine, or neutral, or any mixtures or 
co.npounds of the same, or avy mixtures or 
© mpounds of the same with pure butter, lard, 
or any mixtures or compounds of taliow, beef 
fat, suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil, annatto 
made in imitation of butter, or any other com- 
pound or mixture of any nature whatsoever 
madein imitation of butter or in imitation 
of lard, without putting the same up in 
Original wooden or meta! packages of not les 
than five potnds each, nor without iaving 
stamped uron said package; in plain and legi- 
ble le'tars a@ correct formul: showing all the 
ingredients and the proportion thereof of each 
used in the manufacture of such mixture or 
compound so ¢ ffered for [sale, importation, ex- 
portation or shipment. 

Sec. 3. That no person shall put up for sale 
orehall sell or shall import or export or pre- 
pare for shipment or shallth p any mixtureo- 
compound of ang product which in itself is 
used for food or driok with any uther product 
whatsoever, without putting up the same in 
original packages which shall have stamped 
upon them in piain and legible letters a form- 
ula showing all the ingredients and the propor- 
tions thereof of each used in such mixture or 
compound so vffered for sale, importation, ex- 
portation o- shipment. 

Sec. 4. Thit every violation of this act shall 
be considered a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof the person s> violating this act 
shall be subject for the first offense to a fine of 
$500 or imprisonment for the period of six 
months, or both, and for each succeeding of- 
fense shall be subject to a fine of $1,000 or im- 
Prisonment for the period of one year, or 
bott; and the fine so imposed shall be paid one- 
half to the person informing against such of- 
fenders and onc-half to the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney prosecuting such offenders to 
oosnviction. .

Italian Chemical Statistics, 


Official re:urns bave been published relating 
to the Italian trade in chemical products dur- 
ing the first six months of 137. Ila that period 
1,827 tons boracic ecid were exported from 
Italy, against 1,722 tons in the first balf year of 
1886. Of Ital'an refined borax 314 tons were 
exported, Formerly nearly the whole of the 
boracic acid produced in Italy was exported, 
bat receatly large works have been estabiished 
in the country by the firm of Larderel, anda 
considerable pait of the acid is now treated at 
these worker. The export cf cinchona salts 
from the Milan and Genva works rose from 
6,000 to 10,40 klios. (‘74,600 ounces to 353,000 
ouncer) This includes, besides quinine sul- 
phate, allthe minor cinchona salte. The ex- 
port of the latter bas been much assisted by 
the establishment «f drawback on shipments 
abroad. The importation of soda nitrate, 
which is principally used in the manufacture 
of nitrate of potash by boiling with chloride of 
potash, rose from 2,6C0 to 6,100 tons, The 
cause of this advance is due to the increased 
requirements of gun-powder by the War De- 
partment. Soda imports rose from 910 to 1,160 
tone, caustic soda from 3,800 t> 4,000 tons, 
ox:des of iron and jead trom 1,400 to 1,700 tons. 
The slum works of Civita Vecchi: have not 
been so successful as was expected, it being 
found preferable to export the crude mineral. 
The shipments of winelees and argols rose 
from 3,600 tuns to no less than 11,200 tons. 
More lemon-juice was also exported—viz., 503 
tons raw and 1,802 tons concentrated juice, 
against 220 and 782 tons respectively. Thig 
enormcus increase in the shipments is due to 
the large crop of “agrumi” and the cheapness 
of the lemons; but it seems inexplicable that 
under these favorable circumstances the man- 
ufacture of citric acid in Iraly should still be so 
much neglected. Of common soaps, 1,959 tons 
were exported in the first six months of 1887 
and of medicinal preparations, 834 ewt. in the 
first half year of 1886, The total value of 
the imports of chemical and medicinal pro- 
duots, resins and perfumery, was £1,000,000, the 
exports £1,160,000.

Supply of Alcohel for Manufacturing 
Parposes. 


D. B. Dott, a member of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry, read a paper upon the above 
subject ata recent meeting of the society ip 
Londo». 

Summarizing the conditions under which al- 
cohol is used for maruf.cturing purposes, he 
gaid that all etbyl alcoho), for whatever pur- 
pose used, must pay duty. 
10 per cent of naphtha, which rendered it 
available for use duty free for manufacturing 
purposes, spoiled it for many things. The 
paphtha or metby! alcoho! used must be very 
crude, and as a sample had to be submitted to 
the excise authorities, they would not pass it 
unless it w.re bad enough. {t contained ke- 
tonrs and pyridice bases. Much might be 
written on the sufferings of manufacturers in 
using this villainous m'xture. Methy! alcoho! 
is more exvensive than ethyl, and spart from 
duty, methylated spirit is dearer than pure 
epirit. The 10 per cent addition of methy] is so 
much waste. Metbylated spirit cannot be used 
for extractions and recrystallization’. It ig 
not {ll adapted for the making of chloroform, 


The admixture of ~ 
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for the product can be purified. It would be 
better made frcm pure alcotol, however, as 
then no suspicion whatever could attach to it. 
Ether prepared from methylated spirit was not 
so safe for arse'thetic purposes as that from 
pure spirit, on account of the difficulty of pu- 
rifying it from the products of the crude 
metby]. For making chiora!, methylated spirit 
wae unsuitable, hence this drug has never be- 
come an article of British manufacture on a 
commercial scale. Manufacturers in this 
country could not, for the same reason, profit- 
ably prepare anbydrous alcohol. 

It was quite a misteke to suppose that the 
methylation prevented the spirit being used as 
a beverage, for it did not, as was pretty gene- 
rally known. He should like to know what 
would spoil it for some people’s drinking. He 
thought some method could be devised where- 
by manufacturers might be allowed to use 
pure alcohol duty free. If, for example, the 
operations were conducted in bond, or a draw- 
back allowed on alcohol converted into com- 
pounds that could not be reconverted into 
alec hol. 

The 2 per cent of wood epirit and 1 per cent 
of pyridine bases used on the Continent was 
much less ot j2ctionable to manufacturers than 
our 10 per cent of crude naphtha, although it 
was as disagreeable to the taste. And Conti- 
nental manufacturers were allowed to use 
special mixtures under certain conditions with 
small percentages of turpentine and animal oil. 
The German system, he thought, might be ad- 
vantageously introduced intotbis country. In 
conclusion, be proposed to have two qualities 
of methylated spirit. To one 56 percentof 
commercially pure metbyl alcohol might be 
added. This mixture to be used only by 
licensed manufacturers, and not in the same 
premises as the otber or ordinary variety.

Paris Green and the Potato Bug. 

It is perhavs not generally known that potato 
culture is more profitable than that of any of 
the cereale, and that the average value of its 
product per acre exceeds that of wheat, corn, 
rye and buckwheat combined, with margin 
enough to cover the additional cost of cultiva- 
tion. In a pamphlet recently published by 
Messrs. C. T. Raynolds & Co., this fact is con- 
clusively proved from the statistics of the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington. 
Figures are given to show the average value 
per bushel, the average yield per acre and the 
average value of yield per acre of the four 
cereals named, as compared with potatoes, and 
the net result for each year is about the same. 
In 1886 the average value of the yield per acre 
of potatoes was $34 49, while the average value 
per acre of the combined yield of the 
four cereals was but $3024. The necessity 

of preserving and increasing the value of such 
a crop, by the application of the only success- 
ful agent numerous experiments and scientific 
research bas been able to produce cannot, 
therefore, te overestimated. Paris green, the 
efficacy of which is attested by such authorities 
as Prof. C. V. Riley, Prof. R. C. Kedz'e and 
Prof. Stephen P. Sharpless bar, during the past 
fifteen years in which it has been in use, prove4 
to be that agent, and some valuable hints as to 
ite most economic use and the necessity for 
early application are given in the little pam- 
ptlet before us whicb, under the title of “The 
American Farmer vs. the Colorade Bee! le,” has 
been prepared for gratuitous distribution.

Hydrophobia Cured by Antipyrine. 


Toe following particulars uf the valuable 
discovery of a new field for antipyrine, we find 
“in the 8t. Louis Globe-Democrat of Dec- 
ember 18: 

There is excellent ground for the hope that 
Julius Greep, the Happy Hollow bydropbobia 
patient, may entirely recover. If he docs, one 
of the moet remarkable discoveries in materia 
medica of this country will go on record, Sev- 
eral years ago Green was bitten by a dog, but 
tbe w und healed without treatment, and no 
attention was paid the matter until a few days 
ago, when he was seiz°d by paroxysms resem- 
bling those of bydropbobia or rabies to the 
most minute particulars. The restriction of 
the se s0phagus, the spasms upon sight of «ater, 
increasing in violence when drinking wa- at- 
tempted; the barkings, convulsions and recur 
rent periods of alternate exhaustion, coma and 
lucidity, were all present, and Friday morning 
no hope of bis recovery was enter:ained. Fri- 
day, however, Dr. Hugo M. Starkloff, father of 
the attending physician, Dr. Max C. Starkloff, 
was called into the case as counsel, and, aftera 
careful study of the symptoms in the light of 
other cases of well defined bydrorhobia, diag- 
nosed the case as one of genuine rabiee. 

“The man was suffering terribly,’’ said Dr. 
Hugo Starkloff last evening, “and as the oniy 
means ot improving his condition I recom- 
mended the use of antipyrine, bypodermically. 
This medicine is a refinement of the extract of 
hard coal, benzole, and has been successfully 
given of late for the abatement of fevers, being 

analterative. I thought that a reduction of 
the patient’s temperature would prove benefi- 
ciel anyhow, whether permanent relief was 
afforded or not, and so ten grains of antipyrine 
were injected into the young man’s arms and 
breast. A perceptible subsidence of the parox- 
yeme followed, and we gave more antipyrine 
until, after sixty grains had been injected, the 
patient's respiration, pulse and temperature 
fell to the normal state, he became perfectly 
rational, expressed himeelf as feeling composed 

















































and fearless, and was able to take both food 
and water freely. If that condition continues, 
we have made a most valuable discovery, and 
one which will be of interest to the medical 


professiun throughout tho world, I have seen 


three cases of rabies, or hydrovhobia, all of 
which proved fatal, and they all resembled this

'Mannfacture of Window Glass by Ma- 


chinery. 

In Germany during several years past, espe- 
clally in Bavaria, the manufacture of patent 
plate has grown enormous'y, and very heavy 
glass is being blown with the old fashioned 
blow pipe at great risk to the health of the 
workmen employed, at a very small advance 
un the wages paid for single strength. For 
grinding and polishing the swift running 
streams of the country furnish abundant water 
power ata trifling cost. So much has this 
branch of the German sheet glass trade been 
developed that Belgium and England are being 
met by it on what have heretofore been con- 
sidered home markets. Ia Belgium, however, 
the lotroduction of machinery in the manu- 
facture of window glass is seriously contem- 
plated. The movement is different from any 
yet attempted elsewhere. The objact is not 
simply to assist the blower with the helpofa 
machine, so that he may be able to make larger, 
heavier and more glass with greater ease and 
less exhaustive toil, but it aims at abolishing 
cylinder bl »wing altogether by the substitu- 
tion of a process of rolling. The main diffi- 
culty is to roll the glass thin enough so as to 
save material and avoid expense in grinding it 
down to the desirable thickness, At the Besson 
works a series of rollers have been placed be- 
tween the tank furnace and the annealing 
ovens and leers. Through these rolls, similar 
to sheet mill rolls in iron mille, the molten 
glass is conducted on to a cooling table by 
means of a sluice or canal from the tank fur- 
nace, the mouth of which is opened and closed 
at the willof the operator, much the same as 


‘ the flow of liquid steel is controlled in the 


ladle used to fill the ingot molds in Bessemer 
steel manufacture. From this table the glass 
passes through the sheet rolls, and, after being 
rolled to the desired thickness (which can be 
regulated by powerful screws, same as in iron 
mills) the sheet is conveyed on rullers between 
two large cylinders, where it is divided into 
required lengths by means of an ingenious 
shearing apparatus. All this is done before 
the sheet cools sufficiently to lose plasticity, 
and is thence conveyed by means of rollers 
(much the same as now used to convey steel 
rails from their rclls to the stretchers) to the 
annealing leer. No human hand touches the 
glavs,and labor compared with the machines 
used is bat a vanishing quantity.—Exchange.

Hardening Plaster of Paris. 

Among the methods of hardening or tough- 
ening p'aster of Paris, says the Engligh Me- 
chanic, those reeommended most frequently 
are the use of alum in the water or a deooction 
of marsh mallow. Some, however, use gum 
or glue, but in every case the plaster takes 
longer to set, and it will probably be found 
that the addition ofa little sulphuric acid to 
the mixing water is all that 13 necessary. If a 
strong stucco is required, tbe plaster should be 
made into a magma with a solution of glue, 
which should not ve concentrated. The mass 
requires alJonger time to set than when pure 
water is used for mixing, but the mass becomes 
harder in the end. If the cast is to remain 
white, colorlers glue or gelatine m ist be used, 
Regarding borax, various authorities d.ffer in 
the proportions and method of its use. Thnsg 
one writer says that the crude pieces of burnt 
aypsum should be saturatud with a solution of 
borax, again burned for six hours,and then 
ground, A atill better effect is said to 'e b- 
tained with borated gypsum by makl g the 
magma for casting with the aid of a cola catu- 
rated solution of cream of tartar. Michaelis 
criticises the proportions of borax and cream 
of tartar quutecd by others, inasmuch ag 
they are directed in larger quantities 
than cold water would dissolve, while 
on the other hand gypsum should rot be 
made into a magma witha hotsolution. He 
therefore believes that if these additions are 
really useful cold saturated solutions would be 
all sufficient. If burned gypsum in Jumps is 
placed in a saturated solution of alum, after- 
ward dried in the air,and again burned at as 
low a heat as possible, the resulting powder, 
particularly if mixed to » magma with a solu- 
tion of alum, will yield very hard casts, The 
same result can probably be obtained by inti- 
mately mixing finely powdered plaster of Paria 
with about two per cent, of burned alum, like- 
wise in very fine powder, and making the 
magma with water. The addition to the water 
of a liitle solution of silicate of soda (not pre- 
pared from the thick or gelatinous variety, but 
from the clear, syrupy solution) will probably 
aid the setting. When a cast has been made 
the best way to harden it is to warm the cast to 
about 170 deg. F., and then to quickly brush it 
over with a glass brush dipped in a hot satu- 
rated solution of caustic baryta, which must be 
carefully kept from the air until it is to be ar- 
plied. The baryta will sink into the pures of 
the external layer of the cast, absorb oarbonic 





acid from the air and form carbonate of ba- 


rium, which increases the density and hard.

Linseed Qil.* 


BY FRANK X. MOERK, PH.G. 


The interest which the sutj2ct of this paper 
excited at the last pharmaceutical meeting led 
me to make some experiments with oils ex- 
tracted from the ground seed by means of car- 
bon disulphide and light petroleum ether. 
Ground flaxseed was purchased from a reliable 
firm in this city, and used in the preparation of 
the oil by extraction with the above solvents. 

Ten gm. were placed in a continuous extrac- 
tion apparatus and exhausted with light petro- 
leum ether (boiling point below 45 deg. C.); the 
solatiop, on evaporation, left the oll-amount- 
ing to 33°00 per cent.—of a greenish-brown 
color, slight acid reaction, which is imparted to 
water on shuking, pleasant, sweet taste. It is 
completely soluble in emall quantities of car- 
bon disulphide. In absolute alcohol it not 
only dissolves in five parte by weight, 
but mixes in ali pro,ortions. With an 
equal volume of 95 per cent. of al- 
cohol it forms a clear solution; on ad- 
ding more it still remains clear uaotii two vol- 
umes have been added, when it becomes turbid 
and most of the oil separates on standing. 

Tep gm. were similarly extracted with car- 
bon disulphide, the yield being 83°50 per eent, 
The oil differed only from the above in color, 
which was of a yellowish brown. It is well 
known that petroieum ether, in presence of 
fixed oils, will dissolve substances which o:di- 
narily are insoluble in it, and it is very likely 
that asmall quantity of chlorophyll was ex- 
tracted by it and not by the carbon disulphide. 

Both of the solvents acted at an elevated 
temperature and removed all of the fixed oil, 
as when reverse extractions were made, noth 
ing additional was dissolved. The oils, there- 
fore, were identical, and after this point had 
been decided, the experiments were made only 
with oil extracted by means of petroleum ether. 

The variability of commercial linseed oil, in 
regard to solubility in absolute alcohol, has 
been attributed to the supposed fact that the 
oil differed in composition when expressed 
in the cold or with the aid of heat, In

been supposed that solvents of different 
composition or boiling point, removed only 
portions of the oil. If these views be 
correct, the first and last portions of oil 
extracted by a solvent should differ in regard 
tothe solubility in absolute alcohol. That 
these portions and the total ofl are completely 
and easily soluble in all proportions of abso- 
lute alcohol, clearly prove that the above 
views are erroneous, and that the pharmaco- 
posial test isa valuable one for oil gotten by 
aid of a solvent or by cold expression, not fol- 
lowed by any other treatment. 

In the manufacture of the oil it is customary 
to first roast the seed, in order to coagulate al- 
buminous substances and to renéer insoluble 
the gum present. After the extraction of the 
oil this is bleached or decolorized by the use of 
sulphuric acid; and here it was thought might 
be found the key to explain the differences 
shown by the commercial oil. 

In the U. 8. Dispensatory is given a process 
for the bleaching of taxseed, rapeseed, poppy- 
seed oils, which consists in adding to the oil two 
per cen’. of a mixture of equal parts by weight 
of sulphuric acid and alcohol, allowing to stand 
until the oil becomes clear, which requires 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours, and 
thoroughly washing with hot water. 

To test the action of sulphuric acid upon oil— 
which was known t» be pure, which dissolved 
in all proportions in absolute alcohol and 
which formed a clear solution with an equal 
volume of 95 per cent. alcoohol—some prepared 
by extraction with petroleum ether was taken 
and mixed with the requisite amount of the 
sulpburic acid and alcohol. 

After fifteen ninute,’ contact a portion was 
thoroughly washed and tested ; it had not been 
altered, 

Afte: standing five hours, another portion 
was tried, and while it showed po charge with 
absolute alcohol, it did with 95 per cent. alco- 
bol, with which it formed a clear solution until 
an equal volume had been added, when it be- 
came turbid. Testing again after forty-eight 
hours, the oil did dissoive in five parts in abso- 
lute alcohol, but did not dissolve in all propor- 
tions; on adding a few drops of 95 per cent: 
alcohol the oil formed with it a turbid mixture 
and did not dissolve on adding an «qual vol- 
ume, These experiments show that the action 
of the sulphuric acid decreases its solubility in 
proportion as the contset is more prolonged, 
and explain why the commercial oll varies so 
greatly. some oils becoming decolor.zad more 
rapidly than others. 

Avother point in which this pure oil differs 
from the commercial is its ready saponification 
at the temperature of the water bath with so- 
dium carbonate. This is the only fixed oil from 
a number tried which saponified as above. The 
pure oil saponified with sodium hydrate, and 
the soap, decomposed by bydrochloric acid, 
yields acids of a firmer consistency than the 
acids gotten by analogous treatment of the 
commercial oil. The acids, when heated on a 
water bath with a litile water and barium car- 
bonate, liberate carbon dioxide; and, if the 
barium soap be washed with water and ex- 
tracted with 95 per cent. alocho), a yellow acid 
solution is obtained which is free from barium, 
and, on evaporation, leaves an oily acid, The 
portion insoluble in alcoho), when decomposed 
by sulphuric acid, s parates another acid of a 
firmer consistency and of a pale, yellow color. 
This forms the barium agalt,in the cold, if the 
carbonate be mixed with it in presence of 
water. The commercial oil, treated in the eame 
manoper, appears to contain more of the liquid 
acid, although this has not been decided by 
actual quantitative analysis. 

According to “Alien’s Organic Commercial 
Analysie,” Voi. II, linseed oil contains linoleic 
acid C,,H 4,93, baving a saponification equiva- 
lent ot 264°7. Allen claims the presence of a 
higher homologue—homolinoleic acid,C;,H 5.93 
—the claim basing on the fact that the saponi- 
fication equivalent of linseed oil varices be- 
tween 237 and 30; the equivalent of this acid 
being 292°7, and thus it would compose almost 
entirely the acid present io the o1) as glyceride, 

In the last number of the B r.d. D. Chem, 
Ges,, page 2735, is an article by Messrs. Norton 
and Richardson, cf Boston,in which is stated 
“that io drying linoleic acid in an atmosphere 
of bydrogen at 100 deg. C., we found it impossi- 
ble to obtain a constant weight ; after sixty- 
eight bourse’ drying, 20°36 per cent, of the acid 
taken had been volatized, and the residue was 
still losing. No decomposition had taken place 
as was found by analysis. Convinced that 
linoleic acid was volatile, we succeeded in dis- 
tilllog itata temperature of 200 deg. C., and a 
pressure of 89 mm. The distillate, amounting 
to 75 per cent.of the acid present in the oil, 
was a coloriess liquid, bad a specific gravity 
O'9108 at 15 deg. C., and the formula, CooHs.02, 
egreeing with the vapor density wuich we 
found to be 153. The residue has not yet been 
examined.” 

The saponification equivalent of the glycerice 
of this acid—C2o BH 3¢0,—is 320°7 ; higher than the 
equivalent of iinseed ofl (287 to 800); so it is

: Olive Seed Kernels. 

The following circular has been issued by 
the Tre ‘sury Department to the San Francisco 
Collector: 

“The department isin receipt of your letter 
of the 18th ultimo, transmitting the appeal 
(8492 p.) of Messrs. Lun, Tye & Co, from your 
action in assessing duty at the rate of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, as unenu erated manufac- 
tured articles, on certain 14 boxes of olive seeds 
imported by them, per Gallic, from Hong 
Kong August 3, 1887, and claimed by the appel 
Jants to be free of duty, under the provision of 
the free list (T. L , 760) for ‘seeds of all kinds, 
except medicinal seeds, not specially enumer- 
ated or provided for.’ It appears from an in- 
spection of asample of the goods, and the re- 
port of the appraiser transmitted with your 
letter, that the so-called seeds consist of the 
meat or kernel only of the olive seed, from 
which the hull has been removed, so that, 
being unfit for propagation, they are not seeds 
in the cummercial sense of the word, por as 
contemplated by the tariff acte. Under date 
of April 13, 1878 (Synopsis 3532), the department 
“ecided that certain pine seeds, which appeared 
to consist of the meat or kernel of the pine 
treo seed, from which the rind or covering had 
been removed, were not seeds or nutr, but un- 
enumerated manufactured articies. Following 
the principle enunciated in this decision, and 
referring to section 2513 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, your arsessment cf duty in the present 
instance is affirmed.”

Why Coriander Seed is Free of Duty. 

Assistant Secretary Maynurd has forwarded 
the following letter to the New York collector 
of customs, relative to the duty on coriander 
seed:— 

“Referring to your letter of the 2d, and to 
department’s reply thereto of the 8th instant, 
concerning the appeals (6571 p. and 6572 p.) of 
Mesere. Rogers & Pyatt from your decision as- 
sessing duty on certain coriander seed import- 
ed into your port, per City of Montreal and 
Baitic, in October, 1886, you are informed that 
upon the request of the said appellants the 
question involved in such appeals was duly re- 
considered by the department and the appeals 
submitted to the United States attorney gene- 
ral for his opinion, under the act of March 3, 
1875. 

“The department is now in receipt of a com- 
munication, dated the 25th instant, from that 
( fficer, in which he advises that, inasmuch as 
coriander seed is an aromatic seed, in itself not 
edible, and is in a crude st#te, it isexempt from 
duty, under the provisions of the free list (T.I., 
636) for ‘seeds, sromatic, * * which are 
not edible and are in a crude state.’ The de- 
partment concurs in such opinion, and there- 
fore holds that the appeals are well taken. 
You are hereby instructed to reliquidate the 
entries above specified accordingly, taking the 
necessary stepa for refunding the duties ex- 
acted. Previous rulings of the department of 
a different tenor will be considered as modified 
in the particular mentioned.”

Guarding Importations, 

The senate undervaluation committee com- 
pleted its Jabors,and senator Allison has re- 
portei the billover which the committee has 
been laboring fortwo years. The provisions 
of the bill have been accurately foreshadowed 
from time to time in these dispatches. The 
committee finally decided to adhere to the 
provision that decisions of general appraisers 
shall be final as to allquestions of value and 
classification, and that the right of appeal to 
the courts shall be cut off. 

There are to be nine general appraisers, three 
of whom will be stationed at New York. The 
decision reached by the collector at any port 
and the general appraiser will be final, Where 
they disagree, the case will be carried to a 
board of three general appraisers, whose de- 
cision will be final. The other sections of the 
bill, twenty-one in number, are mainly de- 
voted to repealing unmecessary customs laws 
and revising and harmonizing others so as to 
make their provisions more specific and exact. 

The section as to invoices provides that they 
state the actual cost of purchase and charges 
when purchased, and the actual value in open 
market when consigned. Severe criminal pen- 
alties are imposed for any false declarations. 
In case of undervaluation exceeding five per 
cent., penal duties willbe double the amount 
of undervaluation, and if exceeding twenty 
per cent. goods may be forfeited, and the 
burden of proof is transferred from the govy- 
ernment to the importer. More stringent re- 
quirements are made as to declarations con- 
cerning consigned merchandise. Al! decisions 
as to classification and value are to be publish- 
«d and samples collected at New York and in- 
terchanged when desired. 

Duties on coverings are revived, and the val- 
ue of coverings made part of dutiable value,and 
unusual coverings for use otherwise than in 
transportation are made subject to the rates at 
which dutiable it imported separately. Oaths, 
fees, &c., are abolished in all cases not pro- 
vided by this bill. The warehouse regulations 
and warehousing period are not changed. In 
cases of refunds to importers. no interest will 
be paid, Punishment for bribery and attempt- 
ed bribery is made more severe. Damage allow- 

ances are wholly done away with, but damaged 
goods may be abandoned to the government, 


and duties in that case will not be collected, 
The other changes of law are numerous, but 
mainly of an yoimportant character,

To Test the Oleomargarine Law. 

James Kempster, the Jefferson Market oleo- 
margarine dealer, whose trial occupied two 
days before Judge Gildersleeve, was last week 
found guilty. The case was of importance, 
being intended to determine whether oleomar- 
garine can be gold at all in this State, even if 
labelled and sold as such. 

The interpretation of the law by Assistant 
District-Attorney Nicoll, who conducted the 
prosecution, was that it is unlawful to sell any 
substance manufactured of animal fat, which 
when manufactured in color resembles butter. 

The case was submitted to the jury cn the 
requests to charge by Mr. Nicoll for the State 
and Lawyer Reynand for the “Olio.” people. 
They agreed that Mr. Nicoll’s requests to 
charge should be granted and those by Mr. 
Reynaud denied, in order that the Court of 
Appeals should decide the constitutionality of 
the law. 

The oleomargarine was sold openly by Kemp- 
ster, who is the only dealer in it in the city. At 
his stall he displayed signs stating he sold 
oleomargarine manufactured by Nathan I. 
Nathan & Co., of New Haven. He also 
stamped each package sold and inclosed a 
circular, as required by the United States law. 
The product was proved to be composed of 
oleomargarine oil (called neutral lard), cotton- 
seed oil and sometimes cream or milk. No 
foreign substance was used to color it. Nathan, 
the manufacturer, testified that in some States 
where the law does not prohibit it he used an- 
natto for coloring. The question of artificial 
coloring was withdrawn, leaving the sale ques- 
tion to be settled. Under the instruction of 
the court the jury rendered a verdict of guilty 
and Kempster was fined $100. Judge Gilder-

Importations Under Consular Seals. 


Considerable interest is manifested by Con- 
gressmen in legislation to define more accu- 
rately the duties of the customs service in re- 
gard to the importations under consular seals, 
A belief that opium is extensively smuggled 
into this country from British Columbia under 
this system, and knowledge of other irregulari- 
ties as to the impor ation of Chinese and Jap- 
anese goods, leads to a good deal of talk as to 
the changes of the law governing this matter- 
The questions raised are thus stated in a recent 
report by the Chief of Special Agents of the 
Treasury: 

“It would seem, from the language of Article 
835 of the Regulations, that the law and treaty 
regulations applicable to importations under 
censular seal were intended to apply to mer- 
chandise imported from Canada only, and for 
many years such importations were limited to 
Canadian merchandise, principally via the 
Grand Trunk Railroad to Portland, Me., for 
shipment to Europe. The question now arises 
whether the law contemplates the application 
of these regulations to Asiatic goods passing 
through Canadian territory en route to the 
United States. If such merchandise comes in 
under consular seal should it not be treated as 
Canadian merchandise and entered as such? 
However the lawand regulation< may be con- 
strued, it is manifest that they afford an easy 
means for wholesale smuggling, no matter how 
carefully they may be administered. The Con- 
sul is pot requiréd to make any examination of 
the goods, but only to seal the car eontaining 
them at the request of the owner or his agent, 
and to certify the manifest presented to him 
tor that purpose. It may or may not contain a 
correct or honest account of the merchandise. 
If, on arrival at the frontier port of entry into 
the United States. the manifest is found to be 
correct in form and the seals on the car are in- 
tact, the customs officers are required to allow 
the car to proceed without scrutiny of the con- 
tents to its destination, where entry is made. 
If it is found that the merchandise specified in 
the manifest is missing, duties ther. on are col- 
lected, and there are no means of ascertaining 
whether or not th» manifest correctly described 
the contents of the caras laden. Even if the 
seals are found to be broken upon arrival of 
the cer at its destination, the customs officers 
accept the entry of the packages described in 
the manifest, and if these are found correct no 
further action is taken.”

Chinese Drug Stores in America.* 
BY STEWART CULIN. 


Not the least interesting feature of the Chi- 
nege quarter in our American cities are the 
drug shops which these conservative people 
have established for the sale of their native 
drugs in connection with their general stores. 

These shops reduplicate the herbalists’ shops 
of Hong Kong and their native villages. They 
are usually conducted by aseparate company 
from that of the store with which they are 
associated, and their supply of drugs arranged 
on one side of the shop, apart from the 
other wares. The sign of the company, a 
green or black tablet with the felicitous name 
invariably selected for such enterprises, in- 
scribed in gilded letter, is suspended within the 
shop. 

The drugs such as are frequentiy called for, 
are contained in boxes or drawers ranged in 
tiers behind the counter. These boxe<are us- 
ually divided into four compartm—ts, and 
their contents indicated by neatly *itten la- 
re Sen aes,

bels of red paper, or sometimes, in lieu of la- 
bels,a tablet is suspended in front of the 
shelves, upon which appears a plan of their 
multitudinous contents. Powders are kept in 
tin or brass boxes in a draw beneath the 
counter; a series of bottles contain nuts and 
mineral substances; while poisons, and some of 
the more rare and valuable drugs, are dis- 
pensed from a locked case with glass doors, 
Piled high above the cases are innumerable 
packages, each with the name of contents 
written on the projecting end, which consti- 
tute the reserve supply of drugs, or coatain 
barks and herbs seldom called for by the prac- 
tioners here, Space will not permit 
any extended references to the materia 
medica of China, of which almost a complete 
collection may be found in the stores we have 
described. It is popularly known to us through 
the accounts of travelers as grotesque and 
childish, composed of “dragen’s bones” and 
scorpions, snake skins and melon seeds, and 
substances selected more on account of their 
scarcity and curiou? origin than for any medi- 
cinal virtues they may possess. The results of 
such observations as have been made by com- 
petent foreign scholars are contained in trans- 
actions of learned societies and books generally 
inaccessible to American students, but they go 
far tu show that many of their drugs are not 
without great value—a large number of them, 
in fact, nearly identical with those of our own 
pharmacoposia—anéd that many important dis- 
coveries have resulted from the centuries of 
experiment upon which their practice of medi- 
cine is founded. 

Nearly all of the medicines in general use 
here, with a few important exceptions, are of 
vegetable origin, and consist of nuts, berries, 
roots, barks and herbs, The subjoined list, fur- 
nished by a Chinese physician in Philadelphia, 
contains the names of the ten drugs he consid- 
ers valuable, if not indispensable, and gives 
some idea of the substances actually employed 
in their practice: 

Ching fong tong. The root of a plant. 

Ho Shau U. Root of Aconitum Japonicum.* 
From Szechuen province. 

Tai tong kwal. Root of Aralia edulis.t From 
Szechuen province 

Hung kwoki. Fruit of wild berberis Ly 
cium.+ From Szechuen province. 

Chun tochung. The outer bark of a tree. 
From Szechuen province. 

Pak ki. A Kind of lung wort.§ 

Chun kung. “Nodular masses consisting ap- 
parently of the rootstock of some umbellifer- 
ous plant allied to angelica.” From Szech- 
uen province, 

Kom ts‘o. Licorice root. 

Waishan. The root of a water plant. 

Pak shut. The root of Atractylodes albatt. 
From Szechuen province, 

The medicines are all imported from China, 
either from Hong Kong or Canton, and reach 
here in their crude state, the herbs and barks 
in large pieces, and the tubers and roots usually 
entire. It is customary to cut the former in 
small pieces, and slice the latter in delicate seg - 
ments before placing them in the drawers and 
boxes for sale. A large cleaver, yeuk te‘oi k‘ap, 
mounted with a hinge upon a slightly inclined 
table, is employed to chop the grasses and 
herbs in convenient lengths, while the tubers 
are sliced upon an instrument resembling a 
carpepter’s plane, yeuk p‘o, inserted in along 
bench upon which the operator sits, the pieces 
falling through upon a tray placed beneath. A 
canoe-shaped mortar of cast iron, yeuk shun, 
isemployed to reduce some of the more re- 
fractory nuts and minerals to powder. It 
stands upon four legs, and a heavy disk of iron 
is rolled backwards and forwards within it by 
means of a wooden axle to which the operator 
applies his feet, while bis hands are free to per- 
form other work. 

The clerks who dispense the medicines have 
usually had some experience at home. They 
are paid from twenty fivetothirty dollars per 
month, with their board and lodging, the cur- 
rent wages among the Chinese here for un- 
skilled labor; but their work is light, and they 
sometimes assist with the lottery drawings for 
which they receive additional compensation. 
They frequent'y act as bookkeepers, and, in 
common with the shop-keeping class, are 
brighter and better educated than the mass of 
the immigrants. Their knowledge of medicine 
is derived almost entirely from experience, no 
books on the subject being used or studied by 
them and the Pun tso, or Herbal, is not to be 
found in any of their shops. 

The prescriptions furnished by the native 
doctors, which are usually written upon 
Chinese letter-paper and a foot in length, con- 
tain only a list of the names and quantities of 
the medicines required, with concise directions 
for their preparation, no date or signature 

being appended. Upon being presented to the 
clerk over the counter, he weighs out the in- 
gredients,and places them separately urona 
large sheet of paper, going over them carefully 
afterwards to prevent any possible mistake. A 
hand balance, li tang, is used, consisting of a 
ecimally graduated, ivory rod, from one end

threads. The smaller kind weigh from one li 
to five and one-half leung, or Chinese ounces*, 
and are remarkably accurate. 

Various simple expedients are resorted to by 
the clerk in the preparation of the medicines. 
Some are powdered in the upright iron mortar, 
chung hom, and others in the porcelain mor- 
tar, lai un; certain roots and seeds are roasted 
in a pan, while others are steeped for afew 
moments in Chinese rice spirits. The package 
of medicine is carried home to be boiled, and 
the infusion taken at one dose by the patient. 
Some bak tso, Chinese prunes, are usually fur- 
nished to be eaten at the sametime. The pre- 
scription, of which no record is kept, is re- 
turned with the medicine. ~o 

The practice of medicine by the Chinese doc- 
tors here is confined almost entirely to what is 
called by the Chinese noi fo, or internal medi- 
cine. Ngoi fo, “external practice” or surgery, 
which constitutes a distinct branch of their 
healing art, is little understood by them, 
and their patients seldom make greater 
demands upon them than for a cure for 
a cold, indigestion or headache. But slight as 
may be their ailments, the Chinese of our cities 
are constantly taking medicines. Well, they 
resort to prophylactics, or try to improve their 
digestion; ill, they take one prescription after 
another, and drink quantities of unpalatable 
tea every night, usually, upon their own testi- 
mony, to little advantage. 

No less than four shops supply medicines to 
the little colony in Philadelphia, and day and 
night their clerks are busy, weighing and 
pounding and tying up packages for the relief 
of their suffering countrymen. Nor are the 
drugs regularly prescribed by their physicians 
the only medicine used by them; almost every 
shop furnishes an assortment of pills and teas 
compounded by Canton pharmacists. 

First among these are the Wai Shang Un, or 
“Life Preserving Pills,” which are taken by 
both the sick and well on account of their eup- 
posed vitalizing properties. In common witu 
many other Chinese pills they are en- 
closed in a shell of vegetable wax, 
upon which is stamped the name, with that 
of the makers, in vermilion and gold. 
One of these boluses—they are nearly an inch 
in diameter—is taken at a dose. The usual price 
for the best kind is one dollar apiece. They are 
said to be composed of yan sham (Manchurian 
ginseng), luk yung (deer’s horng),t and other 
expensive drugs. A cheaper kind is entitled 
upon a printed advertisement, ‘‘Yan sham luk 
yung ning sban po shan un” (ginseng and deer’s 
horn pills for tranquilizing the spirits and 
strengthening the kidneys). These also pur- 
port to contain yuk kwai, a precious cinnamon, 
the bark of the Cinnamomum Cassia (?) one of 
their most highly valued drugs. That used by 
the Chinese pharmacists here is Imported in 
boxes covered with raw silk, each containing 
one plece, about fourteen inches in length. 
The price varies with the quality, from two 
dollars and a-half to five dollars for one leung. 

Su hop un (rose mallow pills), are taken to 
relieve flatulency; king fung un are intended 
for children, ying im ugan un (the well ap- 
proved eye pills), are dissolved in water and 
used as an eye lotion ; Shan hau pak chuk un 
purport to bea remedy for a certaio disease, 
and Shan hau hung un (Divinely efficacious red 
pills), are taken as a prophylactic against the 
same compiaint. Occult and magical proper- 
ties are claimed for nearly al of these com- 
pounds, and they aregnot regarded with much 
favor by the regular physicians. 

Several varieties of ginseng are sold in the 
shops. The American root, sold under the 
name of yeung sham—foreign ginseng -is the 
cheapest, the current price being 40 cents per 
leung. Next in value is kat Jam sham, eaid to 
be obtained from Corea, costing 50 cents per 
leung. Ko lai sham (Corean ginseng) is the 
kind most used here, and costs from $250 to 
$350 per leung. Yan sham, Chinese or Man- 
churian ginseng, the most precious and favous 
drug of the Chinese pharmacoposia, is seldom, 
if ever, to be found in thestores. Occasionally 
one sees small roots purporting to be yan sham 
kept wrapped in raw cotton in tin boxes, but 
the enormous price asked for them, often from 
sixty to one hundred dollars for one ‘eung, 
prevents their use except in extreme ca es, or 
as a matter of luxurious extravagance. 


In concluding these notes, we desire to call 
the attention of American students to 
the field afforded by these Chinese drug 
shops for the investigation and study 
of Chinese materia medica. Local observers 
in the Treaty Ports have made many observa- 
tions; the series of papers now in course of 
publication by Mr. Charles Ford, assisted by 
his able colleagues in the China Review. prea 
most valuable contribution ; but the subject is 
far from being exhausted, and the student of 
historical medicine, who finds thus presented 
to him many of the drugs and methods of the 
medizval leech, cannot fail to appreciate the 
light thrown by them upon the origin and de- 
velopment of the science of medicine in the 
western world. How far Europe has been in- 
debted to China in thie,as in so many of the 
useful arts, remains as yet almost as a matter 
of conjecture.

The Collector of Customs at Port Townsend, 
W.T., has been advised by the Treasury De- 
partment as follows : 

“The Department is in receipt of a letter, 
dated the 23d of September last, from Mr. Her- 
bert F. Beecher, in which he raises the ques- 
tion as to whether certain dog-fish oil, whioh is 
brought into the United States by Indians re- 
siding in British territory, is liable to duty or 
not, it being represented that in the case of the 
seizure of a schooner reaching your port in 
1885, laden with said oil, which had been ren- 
dered and brought into the United States by 
Indians, the United States court decided that 
the seizure sheuld be remitted, inasmuch as the 
oil was exempt from duty under the provisions 
of section 2512 of the Revised Statutes, as con- 
tained In the act of March 8, 1883, which pre- 
ascribes that ‘no duty shall be levied or collected 
on the importation of peltries brought into the 
Territories of the United States by Indians, nor 
onthe proper goods and effects, of whatever 
nature, of Indians passing or repassing the 
boundary line aforesaid, unless the same be 
good In bales or other large packages unusual 
among Indians, which shall not be considered 
as goods belonging to Indians, nor be entitled 
to exemption from duty aforesaid. 

“It ig understeod{ that the Indians who 
brought the said oil (which was seized as afore- 
said) into the United States were British Co- 
lumbian Indians; that the oil was produced by 
these Indians and others of the same tribe in 
British Columbia, and that it was brought in 
their canoes in old oil-cans, bladders, kegs and 
barrels, or anything that would hold oil, and 
sold to parties who shipped it in said schooner 
to your port. Upon submitting the question 
to the Solicitor of the Treasury, that officer ad- 
vises the Department, under date of the 8th 
inst, that in his opinion, the words ‘proper 
goods and effects,’ as contained in the provis- 
ion of law ahove cited, cannot be restrictad, 
and that when such oil is brought into the 
United States by Indians in the manner as 
aforesaid it is exempt from duty. The Depart- 
ment concurs in such opinion, aud you will be 
governed accordingly.” :

Licorice Juice. 


The trade in licorice juice, formerly a very 
flourishing one, has long been in a more or less 
waterlogged condition, and does not show any 
signs at present of a return to its former pros- 
peri'y, says the Chemist and Druggist in a re- 
view of the article. The employment of the 
juice in the manufacture of confectionary has 
of late years received # serious check by the 
unexampled cheapness of sugar, and unless the 
price of the latter commodity returns to some- 
thing like the old figure, which does not reem 
probable, one of the principal outlets for juice 
will remain partially blocked. The beat licorice 
juice is manufactured in Calabria, in Southern 
Italy, and imported into this country princi- 
pally from Naples. Sicilian juice does not stand 
quite so high in the market, nor does Spanish, 
though the public still persist in calling all va- 
rieties of licorice by the name of “Spanish” 
juice. Large quantities of juice of a cheap 
kind are also imported from Smyrna, and in 
recént yearsour market has been inundated 
with a very inferior juice made in France, We 
understand that the principal English licorice 
dealers are now endeavoring to drive this latter 
variety out of the market by an organized boy- 
cott. They decline to handle it in any way, 
alleging that the quality is solow that its sale as 
licorice juice tends to bring all other kinds sold 
under that name into disrepute. As a matter 
of fact the price of the French article is very 
low, being only about one-third of that of good 
Calabrian brands. Parcels of the French juice 
are occasionally offered for sale in Mincing 
lane at the weekly spice auctions, but it is 
questionable whether a broker offering such 
lots as “licorice juice” would not be liable to 
be proceeded against under the Merchandise 
Marks Act or the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Act. The French law compels the manu- 
facturers of the juice to brand the per- 
centage of insoluble matter upon the 
sticks, and those offered in this market 
bear the figures “70,” which renders the value 
of the juice clear enough to the initiated,though 
its meaning is probably not known to many of 
the consumers. The annual production of lic- 
orice juice in Italy amounts to about 2,500,000 
lbs., the bulk of which !s exported, the United 
States, England, and Germany being the best 
customers. The Italian juice is sold according 
tothe brand. Thereare a great many differ- 
ent brands, and new ones are continually 
springing into existence, while some of the 
minor ones cease to exist. Only about a half- 
a-dezen brands, however, are of any real im- 
portance, and these have maintained their rep- 
utation for very many years. The most es- 
teemed of all is “Solazzi,”” which has, in fact, 
become to some extent identical in the popu- 
lar mind with all varieties of licorice juice. The 
entire supply of solazzi juice, of which about 
1,000 to 1,200 cases are said to be manufactured 
every season, is now consigned to one London 
firm of colonial produce merchants, who quote 
it by wholesale quantities at about 140s per 
owt. The brand “solazzi” is, or was until re- 
cently, the property of an Italian noble, the 
Prince of Piedimonte d’Alife, upon whose es- 
tates, we believe, the root is collected. It is 
made in a small town called Corigliano,situated 
on the Gulf of Tarento in Southern Italy. An- 
otber brand formerly heldin high esteem in 
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this countay, but which hag not been a mar 
ket article for about twenty years, is “Barrac- 
co,” made by the Baron de Barracco. Most 
brands of licorice are produced in sticks of 
three different sizes, the boldest, weighing 4 
ozs., being generally used in this country. 
Some brands are also imported in slabs weigh- 
ing about 6 Ibs. each. The Corigiiano brand is 
said to be the largest in point of quantity pro- 
duced, but, of course, the yield varies acoord- 
ing to the season. The principal buyers of lic- 
orice juice are the United States, where enor- 
mous quantities are annually consumed in the 
manufacture of tobacco, as a preservative of 
the leafand to render the chewing tobacco 
more palatable. The Italian juice is usually 
packed in cases weighing 2 cwt. each,the Span- 
ish in boxes of half that size. In Sicily the 
manufacture of licorice juice is also carried on, 
but one much smaller scale than in Calabria, 
only a few brands coming from the island,

The National Bill on Lard Com- 
pounds. 


FolloWing is the official text of the bill re- 
cently introduced by Senator Dawes, and 
which has been twice read and been referred to 
the Committee on Agriculture and Forestry. 

A bill to protect the manufacture and sale of 
pure Jard. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, that for the purposes 
of this act the word “lard” shall be understood 
to mean the food product usually known as 
lard, and which is made exclusively from the 
fresh fat of slaughtered swine, 

Sec, 2. That for the purposes of this act cer- 
tain manufactured substances, certain ex- 
tracts, and certain mixtures or compounds, in- 
cluding such mixtures or compounds with lard, 
sball be known and designated as “adulterated 
lard,” namely, all mixtures and compounds of 
tallow, beef fat, linseed oil, cottonseed oi), and 


grease made in imitation or semblance of lard, 


or when so made calculated or intended to be 


sold as lard or for lard. 


Sec. 3. That special taxes are imposed as fol- 
lows: Manufacturers of adulterated lard shall 
pay one thousand dollars. Every person who 
manufactures adulterated lard for sale shal] be 
deemed a manufacturer of adulterated lard. 
Wholesale dealers in adulterated lard shall pay 
five hundred dollars. Every person who gelis 
or offers for sale adulterated lard in the origi- 
nal manufacturers’ packages shall be deemed a 
wholesale dealer in adulterated lard. But any 
manufacturer of adulterated lard who has 


given the required bond and paid the required 


special tax, and who sells only adulterated lard 


of his own production at the place of manu- 


facture in the original packages to which the 
tax-paid stamps are affixed, shall not be re- 
quired to pay the special tax of a wholesale 
dealer in adulterated lard on account of such 
sales. Retail dealers in adulterated lard shall 
pay fifty dollars. Every person who sells 


adulterated lard in less quantities than fifty 


pounds at one time shall be regarded as a retail 
dealer in adulterated lard. And sections 
thirty-two hundred and thirty-two, thirty-two 
hundred and thirty-three, thirty-two hundred 
and thirty-four, thirty-two hundred and thirty- 
five, thirty-two hundred and thirty-six, thirty- 
two hundred and thirty-seven, thirty-two 
hundred and thirty-eight, thirty-two hundred 
and thirty-nine, thirty-two hundred and forty, 
thirty-two hundred and forty-one, thirty-two 
hundred and forty-twoand thirty-two hundred 
and forty-three of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States are, so far as applicable, made to 
extend to and include and apply to the special 
taxes imposed by this section, and to the per- 
sons upon whom they are imposed: Provided, 
That in case any manufacturer of adulterated 
lard commences business subsequent to the 
thirtieth day of June in any year, the special 
tax shall be reckoned from the first day of July 
in that year, and shall be eight hundred dollars, 

Bec. 4. That every person whe carries on the 
business of a wanufacturer of adulterated 
lard without baving paid the special tax there- 
for, as required by all, shall, besides being 
liable to the payment of the tax, be fined not 
less than one thousand and not more than five 
thousand dollars; and every person who car- 
ries on the business of a wholesale dealer in 
adulterated lard without having paid the spe- 
cial tax therefor, as required by law, shall, be- 
sides being liable to the payment of the tax, 
be fined not less than five hundred nor more 
than two thousand dollars; and every person 
who carries on the business of a retail dealer 
in adulterated lard without having paid the 
special tax therefor, as required by law, shall, 
besides being liable to the tax, be fined not less 
than fifty nor more than five bundred dollars 
for each and every offense, 

Sec. 5. That every manufacturer of adulter- 
ated lard sball file with the Collector of Inter. 
nal Revenue of the district in which bis manu- 
factory is located, such notices, inventories, 
and bonds, shall keep such booksand render 
such returns of materials and products, shall 
put up such signs and affix such number to his 
factory, and conduct his business under such 
surveillance of officers and agents as the Com-~ 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury may 
by regulation require. But the bond required 
of such manufacturer shal] be with sureties 
satisfactory to the Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue, and in a penal sum of not less than five 
thousand dollars; and the sum of said bond 























may be increased from time to time, and addi- 
tional sureties required at the discretion of the 
Collector, or under instructions of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue. 

Sec, 6. That all adulterated lard shall be 
packed by the manufacturer thereof in tierces, 
barrels, half-barrels, firkins, tubs, or tin pails, 
not before used for the purpose, each contain- 
ing not less than three pounds, and marked, 
stamped, and branded asthe commissioner of 
internal revenue, with the approval of the sec- 
retary of the treasury,shall prescribe; and all 
sales made by manufacturers of adulterated 
lard and wholesale dealers in adulterated lard 
shall be in original stamped packages. Retail 
dealers in adulterated lard must sell only from 
original stamped packages, in quantities not 
exceeding fifty pounds,and shall pack the adu!- 
terated lard sold by them in suitable wooden, 
tin, or paper packages, which shal] be marked 
and branded as the commissioner of internal 
revenue, with the approval of the secretary of 
the treasury, shall prescribe. Every person 
who knowingly sells or offers for gale, or de- 
livers or offers to deliver, any adulterated lard 
in any other from than in new wooden, tin, or 
paper packages, as above described, or who 
packs in any package any adulterated lard in 
any manner contrary to law, or who falsely 
brands any packages or affixes a stamp on any 
package denoting a less amount of tax than re- 
quired by law, shall be fined for each offence 
not more than one thousand dollars, and be 
imprisoned not more than two years. 

Sec.7, That every manufacturer of adulter- 
ted lard shall securely affix, by pasting on each 
package of adulterated lard manufactured by 
him, a label on which shall be printed, besides 
the number of the manufacturer’s factory and 
the district and state in which it ig situated, 
these words: “Notice—The manufacturer of 
the adulterated lard herein contained has com- 
plied with all the requirements of the law. 
Every one is cautioned not to use this package 
again,or the stamp thereon again,nor to remove 
the contents of this package without destroy- 
ing said stamp, under penalty provided by law 
in such cases.’"” Every manufacturer of adult- 
erated lard who fails to affix such label to any 
package containing adulterated lard made by 
him, or sold or offered for sale by or for him, 
and every person who removes any such label 
80 affixed from any such package shall be fined 
fifty doliara for each package in respect to 
which such offense is co.nmitted. 

Sec. & That upon adulterated lard which 
shall be manufactured and sold, or removed 
for consumption or use, there shall be assessed 
and collected a tax of one cent per pound, to 
be paid by the manufacturer thereof; and any 
fractional part of a pound ina package shall 
be taxed as a pound. The tax levied by this 
section shall be represented by coupun stamps; 
and the provisions of existing laws governing 
the engraving, issue, sile, accountability, ef- 
facement, and destruction of stamps relating 
to tobacco and snuff, as far as applicable, are 
hereby made to apply to stamps provided for 
by this section. 


Bec. 9. That whenever any manufacturer of 
adulterated lard sells, or removes for sale or 
consumption, any adulterated lard upon which 
the tax is required to be paid by stamps, with- 
out the use of the proper stamps, it shall be the 
duty of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
within a period of not more than two years 
after such gale or removal, upon satisfactory 
proof, to estimate the amount of tax which has 
been omitted to be paid, and to make an assess- 
ment therefor and certify the same to the 
collector. The tax 80 assessed shall be in 
addition to the penalties imposed by law for 
such sale or removal. 

Sec. 10, That all adulterated lard imported 
from foreign countries shall, in addition to any 
import duty imposed on the same, pay an in- 
ternal revenue tax of two cents per pound, 
such tax to be represented by coupon stamps, 
as in the case of adulterated lard manufactured 
in the United States. The stamps shall be af- 
fixed and canceled by the owner or importer of 
the adulterated lard, while it is in the custody 
of the proper custom house officers ; and the 
adulterated lard shall not pass out of the cus- 
tody of said officers until the stamps have been 
go affixed and canceled, but shall be put up in 
wooden or tin packages, each containing not 
leas than three pounds, as prescribed in this act 
for adulterated lard manufactured in the 
United States. Whenever it is necessary to 
take any adulterated lard so imported to any 
place other than the pu lic stores of the United 
States for the purpose of affixing and canceling 
such stamps, the Collector of Customs of the 
port where such adulterated lard is entered 
shall designate a bonded warehouse to which it 
shall be taken, under the control of such cus- 
tom officers as such Collector may direct; and 
every officer af customs who (permits any such 
adulterated lard to pass out of his custody or 
control without compliance by the owner or 
importer thereof with the provisions of this 
section relating thereto, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less than 
one thousand dollars nor more than five thou- 
gand dofars, and imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than three years. Every per- 
gon who sells, or offers for sale, any imported 
adulterated lard, or adulterated lard purport- 
ing or claimed to have been imported, not put 
upin packages and stamped, as provided by 
this act, shall be fined not less than five hun- 
dred nor more than five thousand dollars, and 
be imprisoned not sess than six months nor 
more than two years. 
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Sec. il. That every person who knowingly 


purchases or receives for sale any adulterated 
lard which has not been been branded or 
stamped according to law shall be liable to a 
penalty of fifty dollars for each such offense. 


See. 12. That every person who knowingly 


purchases or receives for sale any adulterated 
lard from any manufacturer who has not paid 
the special tax shall be liable for each offense 
to a penalty of one hundred dollars, and to a 
forfeiture of all articles so purchased or rc- 
ceived, or of the full value thereof, 


Sec. 13, That whenever any stamped package 


containing any adulterated lard is emptied, it 
shall be the daty of the person iu whose hand 
the same is to destroy utterly the stamps 
thereon; and any person who willfully neglects 
or refuses 60 to do shall for each guch offense 
be fined not exceeding fifty dollars, and be im- 
prisoned not less than ten days nor more than 
six months, And any person who fraudulently 
gives away, or accepts from another, or who 
sells, buys, Or uses for packing adulterated lard 
any such stamped package shall for each such 
offense be fined not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars,and be imprisoned not more than one 
year. Anyrevenue oflicer may destroy any 
emptied adulterated lard package upon which 
the tax-paid stamp is found. 


Sec. 14, That there shall be in the office of the 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue an analyti- 
cal chemist and a microscopist, who shall each 
be appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and ehall each receive a salary of two thousand 
five hundred dollars per annum; and the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue may, whenever 
the necessities of the service so requires, em- 
ploy chemists and microscopists,to be paid 
such compensation as he may deem proper, not 
exceeding in the aggregate any appropriation 
made for that purpose. And said commissioner 
is authorized tu decide what substanccs, ex- 
tracts, mixtures, or compounds which may be 
submitted for his inspection in contested cases, 
are to be taxed under this act; and his decision 
in matters of taxation under this act shall be 


final. The commissioner may also decide 
whether any substance made in imitation or 


semblance of lard, and intended for human 
consumption, contains ingrediente deleterious 


to the public health; but, in case of doubt or 
contest, his decision in this class of cases may 
be appealed from to a board hereby consti- 
tuted for the purpose and composed of the 


surgeon general of the army, the surgeon gen- 


eral of the navy, and the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture; and the decision of this board shall 
be final in the premises. 

Sec. 15. That all packages of adulterated lard 
subject to tax under this act, that shall be 
found without stamps or marks as herein pro- 
vided, and all adulterated lard intended for 
human consumption which contains ingredi- 
ents adjudged, as hereinbefore provided, to be 
deleterious to the public health, shall be for- 
felted to the United Statee. Any person who 
shall wilfully remove or deface the stamps, 
marks, or brands on packages containing 
adulterated lard taxed as provided herein sha)! 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than two thousand dollars, 
and by imprisonment for not less than thirty 
days nor more than six months. 

Sec. 16. That adulterated lard may be re- 
moved from place of manufacture for export 
toa foreign country without payment of tax 
or affixing stamps thereto, under such regula- 
tions and filing of such bonds and other 
security as the commissioner of internal 
revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, may prescribe. Every person 
who ehall export adulterated lard shall brand 
upon every package containing such articles 
the words “adulterated lard” in plain roman 
letters not less than one-half inch square. 

Sec. 17. That whenever any person engaged 
in carrying on the business of manufacturing 
adulterated lard, defrauds, or attempts to de- 
fraud, the United States of the tax on the 
adulterated lard produced by him, or any part 
thereof, he shall forfeit the factory and manu- 
facturing apparatus used by him, and all 
adulterated lard found in the factory and on 
the factory premises, and shall be fined not less 
than five hundred dollars nor more than five 
thousand dollars, and be imprisoned not less 
than six months, nor more than three years. 

Sec, 18, That if any manufacturer of adulte- 
rated lard, any dealer therein, or any importer 
or exporter §thereof, shall knowingly or wil- 
fully omit, neglect, or refuse to do, or cause to 
be done, any of the things required by law in 
the carrying on or conducting of his business, 
or shall do anything by this act prohibited, if 
there be no specific penalty or punishment im- 
posed by any other section of this act for the 
neglecting, omitting, or refusing to do, or for 
the doing or causing to be done, the thing re- 
quired or prohibited, he shall pay a penalty of 
one thousand dollars; and if tho person so 
offending be the manufacturer of or a whole- 
sale dealer in adulterated lard, ali the adulte 
rated lard owned by him, orin which be has 
any interest as owner shall be forfeited to the 
United States. 

Sec. 19. That all fines, penalties and forfeit- 
ures imposed by this act may be recovered in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 20. That the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, may make al] needful regula- 
tions for the carryicg into effect of this act.

excess of alkali. This was a frequent cause for 
complaint some years ago, but the manufactu- 
rers have improved their processes of late so 
that it has not been heard of, until now, for 
some time. However, the complaints of the 
quality of American glass are so indefinite 
that little weight can attach to them. 

French window giass has continued in very 
good demand up to the present time, but as 
both buyers and sellers are closing up their 
years’ business few fresh sales of any conse- 
quence are being made.

There will 
probably be some developments in this market 
before our next issue or soon after, but nothing 
definite can now be stated.

The Glass Trade. 


The following statistics of the window glass 
trade are corrected to date. All the window 
factories in the Western district are in opera- 
tion, except the 20 pote of De Pauw & Co., New 
Albany, Ind.; 18 0f Day, Williams & Co., Kent, 
Obio; 6 at St. Louis, Mo.; 10 of Wisconsin Glas 
Co.. and 20 of the Panhandle Works, W. Va. 
The total number of pots in operation to-day is 
700. In the Eastern district 240 pots are in opera 
tion, and 8at Albartson, Peck & Co., New Jersey, 
16 at Gillinger & Sons, 8 at the Cobansy Glass Co.. 
and 8 at the Getzinger & Son’s works, Bridgeton, 
N, J., are idle. In the Northern district 176 
pots are in operation, the 8 pots of the Ithaca 
Glass Co, and all at Cieveland, N. Y., now being 

at work. The total number pote iu operation 
i9 1,116. This fire, which begun on November 
12, will end on July 1, 1888, giving a total of 37 
weeke’ work in round pumbers. No untorseen 
circumstance preventing, the pots in operation 
will work steadily during the fire. An estimate 
of the product of window wiass for the fire can 
be made by considering the average product of 
each pot per week, estimated upon iast year’s 
work, at 75 50-feet boxes.

The linseed oil market is in a stronger posi- 
tion than ever, and, as predicted at last writ- 
ing, prices have been advanced, city oi] being 
quoted at 53c, Calcutta seed oil 65c, and West- 
ern on spot at 51@i2c. Very little Western Oil 
can be had at the inside figure, and 52c is asked 
for shipments. The slight difference in price 
between city and Calcutta oil has stimulated 
buying of the latter. Advices from the West 
are still of a bullish nature, and another ad- 
vance is expected. Tae movement is moder- 
ately active. 


Refined Cottun oils have received a black eye, 
80 to speak, by the holiday week and the re- 
stricted consumptive movement. Jt seems 
difficult to drum up trade, and the indiff. rence 
of the buying element is like a damp cloth on 
the feelings of holders who were very sanguine 
this time last week and expected a rise as an 
accompaniment to the flood-tide of success in 
other lines. The new year is being ushered in 
with lower prices for cotton oil, and buyers 
feem to view the future with less confideuce 
than usua!, hence are only covering present 
wants. The inactivity was especially notice- 
able since Thursday, and the _ holiday 
intervening has taken the sails out of 
business. Sellers had their stated prices 
it is true, but when a chance presented 
itec]f for making a trade, there was a cutting 
of prices on the private. There is no disputing 
tne fact that prime summer yellow sold at i0c 
for spot delivery and it is intimated that this 
Price would atili buy, although 42c is generally 
quoted and some holders are quietly doing 
what business they can at 4lc. It is intimated 
that 40c would be shaded for 30) to 500 bbis., but 
th‘scan only be determined by buyers. Toe duil 
feeling is so pronounced in som: quarters that 
buyers would undoubtedly be favored to some 
extent. A would-be buyer circulated his opinion 
to-day that 40c was an extreme fizure, and 
under the pressure of such views the market 
has little chance to regain lost ground. In a 
jobbing way 42@43c 1s realized, and winter oils 
are still on the former basis, but a revision of 
quutations is looked for at the opening of the 
year. Crude oil is held alittle firmer on ac 
count of supposed limited supplies on spot 
and holders claim to be realizing 36c,at which 
figure 100 bbls changed hands on Saturday, but 
a lot of 1/0) bbis is said to have arrived 
at the dock late to-day, and as it was 
freely offered on change at the close without 
exciting interest among buyers, the fact may 
influence a downward tendency in values on 
crude oil also; no price was quoted for the lot 
referred to and bids were solicited, the oaly one 
heard being mie. Soap stock is nominal at 
4c.

Mineral Oils. 

Trade has remained very quiet during the 
week on account of the holidays, and very little 
business is expected until after the first week 
in January. Paraffine oils are holding their 
own, but there are no indications that values 
will be advanced. A steady feeling is expected 
to rule throughout January, and then if the 
demand is not up to the supply, an easier fee] 
ing may prevail. Stocks are not so limited as 
formerly, and orders are beiog filled with more 
promptnres. The present range of prices 
has stimulated buying of 28 quantity, 
and there has been some talk ot 
introducing 30 gravity again. in case prices 
of former years should be reached, but this 
grade received such a limited outlet in the 
past that it will bardly now appear on the nar 
ket again, and there isno probability of pre- 
vious bigh values being reached. At present, 
the principal scarcity is in the supply of 16 
gravity which is in good demand, 

All tbe other grades of Jubricating oils are 
on a firm basis at the old prices established 
some months ago. The consun:ptive move- 
ment is enlarging at the expense of animal and 
vegetable oils,and present values are encour- 
aging business in that respect. 





Oll Cake. 

There is no market for oil cake, the holiday 
festivities in England preventing business, and 
as this end has to await the convenience of 
foreign buyers, there is in consequence a cessa- 
tion of operations here. The nominal price is 
$24.50 per ton for Western cake on spot.

The Production of Cinchona. 


In our trade report we publish a letter from 
our Amsterdam correspondent on the impend- 
ing increase in the clnchona supply from Java. 
Our correspondent is a gentleman who has 
been intimately connected with the Dutch cin- 
chona ever since the Java planters commenced 
to ship bark to-the mother couatry, and bis 
statements deserve attention as coming from 
one who has made cinchona a epecial study. 
Our correspondent anticips tes that in the season 
18€9 and 1890 enormous quantities of exception- 
ally rich Java bark will be shipped to Europe. 
This bark is now growing in the private planta- 
tions of the island, of which there are more 
than sixty, and within eighteen months of 
the present time the trees planted be- 
tween 1879and 82 will be ready for shipping. 
Each tree is expected to yield on an average 
14 kilo of bark containing from 6 to 10 per 
cent. quinine. In addition to these shipments 
for the near tuture, a more remote period is to 
be provided for by the raising of at least 300,0U0 
Ledgeriana and Hybrid cinchonas from -tbe 
seed of trees of which several parcels of bark, 
sold at the last public sales in Amsterdam, 
wére found to contain an average of 10 per 
cent. of quinine. Itis,theretore, quite possible 
that within a couple of years Java will abso- 
lutely dominate the cinchona mar«et; for, al- 
though her expo ts may not attain the fifteen 
million standard of recent Cey! n shipments, 
their lack in bulk will be made good, and more’ 
by their alkaloidal richness. The harvesting and 
shipping expenses of this rich Sark will not, of 
course, be higher than thuse of poorest yarie- 
ties. Ceylon planters wiil do well, therefore. 
to seriousiy ask themselves whether they have 
aay prospect of holding their own against such 
competition as, accurding to uur correspon- 
dent's ietter, ia looming near at hand ? 

The estimates which are now given of the ex- 
ports of bark from Ceylon during the season 
1867-88 will probably prove to be as wide of the 
result as those of previous years have been. 
Toe crop fur 1884-85 was estimated at 8,500,0 0 
los.; it yielded nearly 11,000,000 Ibe. Toat 
for the season following was fixed by 
the most competent judges at 9,000,(00 
be; 16 gave .nearly 14,400,000 ibe Ua-

deterred by these failures, the knowing ones 
asserted positively that in 1886-87 not more 
than 11,000,000 Ibe would leave the ireland. As 
a matter of fact, nearly 14,400,000 Ibs were ex- 
ported. For this season the “straight tip” is 
9,500,000 Ibs, but we shall not be surprised to 
tind, eleven months hence, that the Cey- 
lon wiseacres are no better prophets of 
their bark shipments’ than are sporting 
editors of the winning animals at horse 
races. The fact is that the Ceylon clo- 
chona trees resemble the London unemployed, 
in that no proper census has ever been taken 
of their number. Inthe eyes of the confident 
“bear,” they are numerous as the sand by the 
se. shore; while the knowing “bull” is equally 
ful of mysterious rumors of wholesale up- 
rootiigs, and triumphantly points to reports 
of tte burning of trees in the field be- 
cause t no longer pays to strip them. 
It is o-rtainly remarkable that from Octo- 
ber 1 (the beginning of the season) up to No- 
vember 25 che bark exportefroum Ceylon only 
amounted 10 1,282.000 Ibe., or little more than 
half of the shipments in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1885-86; but since then the news of the 
advance of quinine in London bas reached 
Colombo, and culy if the reduction in ship- 
ments should be maintained in the face of the 
temptation caused by the higher London prices 
may we conciude that shipments are likely to 
remain permanentiy on the deeline. But 
the odds are that the Ceylon shippers, 
as they have always done. before 
under similar circumstances, will consider only 
the possibility of immediate gain, and begin to 
ship in all haste in the hope of participating in 
the rise. The Colombo market, before the re- 
cent advance in London, was thoroughiy de- 
moralized. ‘The usual public sales had not been 
held for many weeks aud the ordinary varieties 
of bark were absolutely nsaleable. But, as a 
Ceylon contemporary very pertinently ob- 
serves, cinchonais not 60 much a crop as a re- 
serve, of which the planter produces much or 
little as he pleases, or as exigencies demand, 
Now is it not, we wil not say likely, but at 
least possible, that the Ceylon planters, if they 
should once become thoroughly convinced that 
in a few years they mustsuccumb to the Java 
competition, will prefer to harvest their barks 
while they still feteh any money at ell, and flood 
our market with as much as they can pos- 
sibly get away. turning their attention to other 
crops, the steady rise in the value which prom- 
ises a surer reward than the treacherous cin- 
chona? Whatever may be the case, we confess 
that we cannot share the sanguine views enter- 
tained in many quarters of improved values of 
the cinchona aikaloide. A ring among the 
quinine-makers may, indeed, have the effect of 
of artificially raising the vaiu-, but it seems 
reasovavie to assume that the consumption of 
quinine is certainly nut increasing in larger 
proportion than the production of the alkaloid 
in the bark, and of the latier, so far as we cun 
see, enough will be furthcoming from different 
countries to keep prices at the lowest possibie 
level consistent with a moderate profit to the 
grower.—Chemi.t and Druyguwt. 
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The Fature of Quicksilver. “ 

Quicksiver has made another advance since 
last week, this time a regular * header,”’ for 
while ‘on Friday eveuing last £10 2s 6d could 
easily have bought, £11 to 21163 was asked on 
Saturday. Itis idie-to say that this enormous 
rise can be due to any other cause than epecu- 
lation, and it would appear as if at length even 
the eyes of the most reckless operators are 
being opened to the serious risks which they 
run by holding stock bought at prices such 
as those now prevailing, for there has been 
within the last few daysa marked diminution 


in the number of buyers. And aithough 
nominally the quotation of £11 is maintained, 
wedo not think it would be possibie to place 
any larg2 quantity at that figure. It is gener- 
ally uoverstood that Messrs. Kothschild & Sons 
do not countenance the speculative tendency 
and are not themselves selling now, It is also 
known to be a fact that the large bulk of the 
parcels bought and sold during the pre- 
vailing speculation fever were held by 
secondhand owners. But if such temp- 
ing prices as Zil are obtainable it seems 
scarcely likely that Messrs. Rothschild & Co. 
should not be willing to sell to buna fide con- 
sumers—with a good many of whom, in Lon- 
don and the provinces, they have kept up direct 
business relations for years—ibe email quanti- 
ties wanted for purposes not of speculative 
nature; but we have the best possible authority 
tor stating that they do not themselves con- 
sider that prices such as are now quoted are 
warranted by increase in the consumption or 
decrease in the avaliable supply. They con- 
sider a priceof about £8 per bottie a reasonabie 
one, but there appears to be no solid founda- 
tion for any quotation above that figure, 
All published etatistics relating tu the 
stock of quicksilver in London are based 
merely upon guess work, and date from 
several years back, when Messrs. Rothschild & 
Sons, in order to check the speculation then, as 
now, outrunning bounds, unexpectediy pub- 
lished an account of the stock which they then 
held. It isa well known fact that the import- 
ers’ stock, under ordinary circumstances, be- 
comes smaliest towards the end of the year, 
From January until well into the summer the 
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heaviest shipments arrive from the Almaden 

mines, and there is every reason to believe that 
the importers will not again establish regular 
quotations until their supply, which is un- 

doubtedly a low one just now, has 
been reinforced. Very possibly pur- 

chasers who have bought at current high 
prices may have occasion shortly aiter 
the new year to regret their rashness. As 
regards Messrs. Rothschild’s arrangements 
with the Spanish government, a resume of which 
we gave in our article of September 10 last, 
it must not be assumed that, because the accu- 
racy of the r: port bas not been specifically de" 
nied, it is therefore correct in every particular, 
Messra. Rothschild & Sons very rarely deny or 
affirm the accuracy of reports relating to their 
business which get into currency: but upon 
the authority already alluded to we can state 
that the Almad+-n mines yield annually a little 
over 30,000 bottles of quickstiver, and that their 
capacities of production are practicaly un- 
limited. The Californian mines are not a 
present a factor in the calculation. A few 
weeks ago 50) bottles were exported from San 
Francisco to China, the first shipment from 
that port, it is said, for three years. Of the 27 
California mines only four are now, we believe 
actually being worked. The Queensiand 
juicksilver mines are said to be in full opera- 
tion, and their produce, although in small 

quaatities, has been soldin Australia for the 
last few months at the rate of £10 66 ad per bot- 

tle. Queensland quicksilver, of which only 
one flask has ever been brought to London, is 
used in goid-mining operations in Australia, 
but the company who work the mines do not 
contemplate, they assert, any active compe- 
tition with the Spanish product on the Euro- 
pean markets. They willturn their attention 
in the firat place to Australia, where the con- 
sumption of quicksilver as a requisite in the 
recovery of gold fromthe ore ig rapidly in- 

creasing, and to China. It may be observed 

that the present quotation of Span- 
ish quicksilver if the highest known 

sinecs Vebruary 1876, that the average 
price of the metal between 18,7 and 1867 
was £7 6a, between 1867 and 1877 £11 126 (during 
the latter part of this period it ouce rose to £26), 

and bejween 1577 and 1887 £6 lle 3d per bottie, 
We do not possess any exclusive information 

regarding the future of the market, but, taking 
into account the figures and statements quoted 

above, it certainly would appear a risky ex- 
periment to buy more quickesiiver or mercurial 
preparations at present thaa are absolutely 
required for current consumption, and anyone 
holding stock of the metal, which can now be 
realized at a profit, sheuld remember that it 
may be years before such another opportunity 

may ococur.— Chemist and Druggist. |

A Combination of Aleohol Distillers in 
Germany 


The scheme to establish in Germany a gigan- 
tic sombination of aicoh’1 distillers, witn a 
view to control the production and regulate 
the price of the article, is again being revived. 
The following is said to bean outline of the 
plan. At present the price of spirit in Berlin 
amounts to 97 marks. The original pro- 
posal to make the price 120 marks caused 
all those who were interested in the fur- 
ther manipulation or sale of spirit to estab- 
lish counter organizations, and to  pro- 
pose the establishment of distileries to work in 
competition with the ring. It is now proposed 








to obviate this difficulty by raising the price of 
taxed spirit for next year from 97 marks to 
only 106 marks. Although the scheme is backed 
by a number of influential banking and dis- 
tilling firms it is considered doubtfal whether 
the negotialions will lead to a practical result,

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 





Turspay EVENING, December 27, 1887. 


The week under review bas proved one of 
surprises to the reguiar dealers on the local ex- 
change, 96 it has no doubt also to the operators 
on the other exchanger. The early days of the 
week betckened no change from the monoto- 
pous dullness of the week preceding, the busi- 
pess done being light and the variations in 
price small, while there was no material change 
in the general situation. On Friday, however, 
there came a change, trading became active 
and under the stimulus of liberal buying prices 
were advanced. It was thought that as Sat- 
urday would be succeeded by two days of 
suspension of business, the market would 
prove dull and few buyers would care 
to pay carrying charges until to-day, but 
the day proved the busiest of any Sat- 
urday since the Saturday half-holiday went 
intw effect. while prices reached the highest 
point of the year, and the low carrying charges 
showed there was still a large short interest 
here. The buying was active, and though 
pretty well scattered it is asserted that it was 
largely on account of Western buyers who 
bave confidence that prices will go still bigher 
before the close of the year. The bull party 
have bad matters pretty much their own way, 
aod as they are so strongly supported by the 
statistical and field situation it seems to be the 
general opinion that the shorts are destined to 
fare badly. The feeling here is strong and the 
bulis now talk confidently of reach.ng 90c before 
New Year’s, while the shorts claim a reaction 
is sure to follow which will enable them to 
cover without loss even shoald they fail to 
make a profit on their deals. At least they 
show their faith by the tenacity with which 
they have pursued their course. O1the other 
hand the bulls appear somewhat disappointed 
at the lack of support afforded by the market 
for refined, which they say has not advanced 
on a parity with the advance in crude. The dif- 
erence between runs and deliveries continues 
to show favorable to those advocating higher 
prices as the latter show no decrease as com- 
fared with the past, while the runs show the 
effects of the shut-down, Ali that is appar- 
ently necessary to maintain the market ie con- 
tinued holding by the longs, and further heavy 
buyiog would doubtless result in a further ad- 
vance. The transactions during the five days 
covering the part week show a slight decrease, 
the sales footing up 13,494,000 bbis againat 14,450, - 
000 bbis for the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 31,348,000 
bbis, against 27,676,000 bbis during the preceding 
week. The total clearances reported for the 
other four exchanges amounted to 34,566,900 
bbis against 32,813,000 bbls forthe preceding 
week. The highest price of the week was 
reavhed to-day, when 88}¢c was touched. The 
lowest point of the week was &5¢c and was 
touched last Wednesday and Thursday. Toe 
opening price last Wednesday was 80340 
and the close this evening was at 88c, showing 
an advance as the result of the week’s trading 
of 734c, while the extreme range of fluctuations 
for the week was 8}¢c. 

The news from the producing fields is still 
very bullish, aud shows the wells in the new- 
est field to decline steadily in production. Tne 
jJatest from Saxonburg, where the total pro- 
duction has now falien beiow 1,000 bbis per 
day, is to the effect that the Extension No. 8 
was doing 8 bbis and Snee No. J. 7 bbis per 
hour; the latter, however, later stopped fl w- 
ing. Snee No. 4 has made a email flow, Exten- 
sion No. 9 wps doing 2 bbis per hour, and after 
torpedoing did i3 bb's per hour. Foercht No. 
2 has made 22 bbise in i2hours. The Faul is 
showing for a small well. Extension No. ll 
started cff at the rate of 40 bbis a day, and No. 
10 ia nearing the sand. Fromthe Brush Creek 
weils it was stated that Muohall No. 2 is good 
for from 2% to 40 bbis, and at Craig the casing is 
out and will be due later this week, 

In the middie ficld two wildcat ventures 
proved fai ures the past weck; both being in 
the Kinza division. Dr. Vanscoy. who has 
been les diog a forlorn hope on lot 12/, eight or 
ten miles from Kinzua viljage. found a big 
gasser where oil was expested. Porter founda 
du ter on warrant 3706. This weil was tor- 
pedoed Thursday, but the shot had no effect. 
Fogel ie drilling a well opposite the Isiand on 
tne Kinzua side. 

From Washington it is reported that a rig is 
in course of erection on the R. W. Crother’s 
farm at Taylorstown. The owners are Caid 
well & Co.,of Washington. The Wright weli 
is down over 400 feet. The West Virginia 
Natural Gas Company’s Hutchiscn well is down 
400 feet. Thisis the third attempt to drili on 
this seemingly haunted spot, Every gas weli 
drilled becomes a possibility in way of oil 
production, and while there are no important 
fields in sight one might be developed at any 
time. That sagacious parties are leasing in the 
vicinity of Morganza, where present develop- 
mente show nothing of importance as yet, is 
regarded by some as an incident worth watch. 
ing. 

The Washington Reporter credit D. M. Hukill 
witb the fullowing observations on the Greene 
county oil development : “The main produciog 
strata for the Greene county region is what is 
koown as the "Big Injun,’ or 300 foot strata. 
This d.ffers somewhat from the Washington 
county strata. We had many difficulties to 
overcome before obtaining the flufd. After 


making a (yli test, we were rewarded in get- 
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ing wells, two of which have been torpedoed 
with good effect. They are hardly old enough 
yet to make an estimate of their capacity. One 
at Mt. Morris was receatly shocked with a 20- 
quart torpedo, and shows no signs of weaken- 
ing yet. The Southwest Pennsylvania Pipe 
Line Company is tanking all that is flowirg at 
present. Itis also vorstructing a pipe line to 
bear it off to aprofitable market. We have 
three more wells under way, and expect to have 
them flowing in alittie while. Considering that 
many otuers bave worked and abandoned this 
field in disgust, and the length of time expended 
by ourselves before meeting with success, there 
is much to be appreciated in our find.” 


Wednesday, December 21. 

The market opened this morning at 809°, 
which is a loss of 4csince the close of lust 
evening. The feeling was weak, anda slight 
bear raid soon brought prices down to 8034: : 
but this was the lowest price touched during 
the day, and was followed by a gradual im- 
provement, which brought out the figures $1 
on the indicator during the noon hour. From 
this point the improvement became more decis- 
ive, and although there were relapses, there 
was a gradual advance to 8!%:, and the final 
figure was 8:543. Tnis showed a gain of %c for 
tne day, under a range of J}gc. The only nota- 
ble feature wae the attempt made to squeeze 
the shorts, which was not successful, the bears 
operating very cautiously. The transactions 
wre quite numerous, and resulted in sales of 
2,546,000 bbis. The reporte from the producing 
fields were important only as showing the 
steady decline in the wells in the Saxonburg 
district. The production of this fieid for the 
past 24 hours was 1,117 bbis.

Fuel Gas. 


The sinking of a large number of test wells in 
the last year pretty well demonstrated the favt 
that commercfal quantities of natural gas will 
not be found in the region wrstof Indiana and 
east of Colorado. There are exceptions, of 
course, but up to this time the really valuable 
wells in the area indicated may be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. In very many cases 
where we'!ls have been sunk the striking ofa 
pocket of gas has been heralded through the 
daily papers as a valuable discovery, but in 
nineteen cases out of twenty investigation has 
shown that the supply was small and 
vanishing. The precise geological con- 
ditions necessary to the formation and storing 
of large quantities of natural gas do not exist 
in the Mississippi Valley—at least that is the 
verdict of the drill up todate. Whilean im- 
menee amount of money has been expended in 
exploration, we do not regard it as entirely 
wasted. It has been educational in that it 
emphasizes the desirability, if not the absolute 
necessity of a gaseous fue), The advantages of 
natural gas to the Pittsburg manufacturers 
are sO numerous and patent that the ques- 
tion of a fuel gus has grown to be the 
uppermost topic amongst all consumers 
of a solid fuel. The rapid progress 
of electrio lighting has been another 
powerful factor in bringing the gas com- 
panies to a realizing sense of the fact that 
they must in the future find other uses for 
their product than mere illumination. The 
competition of electricity has cumpelled the 
gas companies to make a better article and 
furnish it at something like a reasonable price. 
The minds of men are settling into conclusion 
that the present methods of consuming coal are 
not only wasteful and extravagant, but intoler- 
able. The time has come when there is a 
general demand for a gaseous fuel at a reason- 
able price. As Mr. McMillen has well 
said,"*The demand for fuel gas. like tne de- 
mand for electric light has cometo stay. It 
will not down. Scientific investigators, as well 
as the public, insist that there ought to be and 
must be, a change in the mode of domestic and 
industrial heating. Our present systems are 
not in keeping with the progress of the nire- 
teenth century.”’ Some of the keenest me- 
chanical talent in the country is at work on 
this problem, and already see iodications of its 


early solution.—Age of Steel.

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Some Specimen Drugs. 

There is scarcely a fortnigbtly drug sale in 
London, says the Chemut and Druggist, at 
which some new or interesting drug or drug- 
substitute is not to be found, and a small syno- 
dicate of young pharmacists, ardent regarding 
research, were ready at hani, they would find 
ample material to work upon. Few of those 
who frequent the salesroom have the 
ability to report upon the specimens 
which come under their notice, and those 
who have the ability are busy commercial 
men who have vunoly the time to avoid what 
is spurious and doubtful, far less examine them 
systematically. Amongst the articles which 
we have recently observed are the false calabar 
beans which were referred to in our last report 
of the drug sales. These do not come on our 
market for the firat time, although a year ago 
they received, under the name of cali beans, 
some attention as a protable source of physos- 
tigmine. The seeds are lenticular or obscurely 
reniform in shape, and about one inch ino 
diameter, the thickness varying from % to 
about Kaninch. In color of sta they also 
vary, some being of an orange red coior 
with coffee-brown streaks, others ot the brown 
and Jack color of calabar beans, and ali baving 
a black hilum extending round four-fifths of 
the circumference. The seeds are obtained 
from one or more species of Mucuna,a genus 
of plants closely allied to the physostigmas. 
So far we have obtained no evidenc> whatever 
that they are related chemically to the calabar 
bean, fur we cannot find physostigmine in 
them. There has just been imported via New 
York for private sale a gluey-like substance of 
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the consistence snd appearance ot honey. It 
has a faint fishy odor, and this bas 
led to the belief that it is fish-glue 
The substance, however, is resinous in 
character, and on examination we find that 
it presents all the characters of an elemi, but 
d fring from the true elemi in some particu- 
lars. It yields, however, a resinous acid re- 
sembling elemic acid, but time has not allowed 
us to carry our examination further, A 
correspondent has sent us a pretty sample of 
“saffron” which would pass must«r wi h any- 
one devoid of the sense of smell, for it has no 
odor of saffron, It presents the appearance of 
bright prange filaments, without the character- 
istic stivma of saffron, nor does it contain any 
erocin (or polychroit), the coloring matter 
which makes s+ffron such a valuable dye. It 
contains very littie coloring matter. and that 
ofa nature which Jeads us to suppose that the 
“saffron” is simply a fibre which has been dyed 
with an azo-orange. As this article has been 
offered for sale in the ordinary course of 
wholesa’e dealing chemists should be on their 
guard, It is easily recognized by rubbing a 
few of the fibres with a dozen minims of 
water, and adding a drop of hydrochloric acid. 
The color becomes pink-like. but the color of 
true saffron in these circumstances does not 
change. 
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Merchandise Marks Act. 

The Petroleum Association, of London, have 
published an opinion they have obtained from 
the Attorney-General and Mr. F, W. Hollams, 
of interest to that industry and indirectly to 
others. Counsel consider that the use of Amer- 
ican barrels for the sale of Russian petroleum 
when the barrels are left with the original 
American brands upon them, is prima facie 
an infringement of the Merchandise Marks Act, 
1887. But they think if the barrels are re- 
branded so as to show distinctly that the 
origin of the contents is not American, there is 
not an infringement of the Act, In the above 
cases it would be open to the person charged 
with an infringement of the Act to show that 
the petroleum bad been putin the barrels with- 
out intent to defraud ; as, for instance, merely 
for the purpose of its being carried and deliv- 
ered to a purchaser as the article which had 
been sold to him. Such purchaser, however, 
must of course be careful that he does not in- 
fringe section 2, subsection 2 of the Act by sell- 
ing or exposing for sale in the manrer there 
referred to. 
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Dispute Over Patents. 


The case of Kurtz & Co, vs. Spence & Sons 
has occupied the attention of Justice Keke- 
wich in London, during the past two weeks. 
The plaintiffs are the owners of a patent grant- 
ed to Mr. Kynaston for the removal of iron 
from alumina salts by means of Weldon mud, 
and the defendants are the patentees of a pro- 
cess for doing the same thing by means of ox- 
ide of manganese. Kynaston’s provisional 
specification is dated August 10, 1882, and 
Spence’s August 11. The matter of priority is 
one of the important points of the 
trial, but the most important one is 
the question whether it is possible to 
remove iron from alum by means of 
oxide of manganese as specified by the Spences 
—who made no mention of Weldon mud in their 
provisional spec fication, and Kurtz & Co, 
allege that the Spences have taken Kynaston's 
idea. Skilled chemists have been engaged on 
both sides, and much interesting evidence has 
been given as to the practicability of the two 
methods.

Analyses of Samples of Java Bark. 


A correspondent writing from Amsterdam to 
the Chemist and Druggist says, under date of 
December 14: I received the analysis of eight 
samples of Java bark which were sent toa re- 
nowned German analyst for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the trees, of which the 
samples were cut, would suitably be used for 
multiplying. The result is stated as fol'ows:

The planters will receive orders to raise at 
least 300.100 plants from these rich trees, which 
have been selected from a large number of the 
same kind in a private plantation existing since 
1881. The fact here stated must cause refiec- 
tions with regard to the future of cinchona 
bark and its alkaloids, which may prove to be 
of some interest to bark planters and shippers 
and buyers of the alkalvids, 

There are in Java at least sixty private plan- 
tations of cinchona bark, besides the extensive 
government plantations. Most of the former 
have been established in the years 1879 to 1882. 
Scedsand plauts were furnished by the director 
of the goveroment plantatiors, the existence 
of which may be dated back before 1860. 

It is a curious fact that private planters ob- 
tained in many instances richer bark than the 
Goverament, whose barks seldom surpassed 7 
per cent sulphate of quinine, whilst manya 
parcel was forwarded by private planters hay- 
ing 9 to 10 per cent of this alkaloid. 

It is generally suggested that the heavy 
quantities of Ceylon bark shipped lately pressed 
down the value to figures at which the net 
receipt did not even cover the expenses for har- 
vesting, and freight and selling, if the bark did 
not contain more than 2 per cent. of suiphate 
of quinine. Since a few weeks, circumetances 
have altered in favor of owners of bark, but it 
may be supposed that this improvement willin- 
duce many a Ceylon owner, who did not ship 
his bark for the aforesaid reason, now to send 
Over a8 much as possible to Europe, and that 
in consequence a drooping tendency will again 
prevail ere long. But it is not so much my pur- 
Pose to point out that probably low rates of 
bark and quinine will predominate shortly, asto 
direct the thoughts cf persons interested to the 
period when Java with the produce of its 
Private piantations will fall into tbe marke:;

Up to Saturday there weie 
very few buyers in the market, but on that dey 
some 30,000 oz3. were taken. The price paid was 
not mude public, but is reported to be :9c <r 
40c. To-day there was more buying, up to 45c 
being paid for Bruoswick and 46c for B & 8 
from second bande, but the quantity taken we 
could not learn.

A Big Advertisement for Oleomar- 
garine. 

In the many arguments in favor of abolish- 
ing the whole internal revenue system, we 
have seen no allusion whatever.to oleomaigar- 
ine. This article was put into the list of 
taxable things a year ago, and very heavy 
Moense fees and penalties were added to the 
tax, for the express purpose of helping the 
butter-makers and crushing a rival industry. 
Much hostile State legislation had prece ted 
the Oleomargarine Law of Congress, but it had 
all proved ineffective, because State Jaws can 
not reach beyond State bounderie’. A law of 
New York can rot reach the manufacturer of 
oleomargarine in New Jergey, nor can it pre- 
vent the introduction of the manufacturcs of 
New Jersey into New York. It can only 
hector and harassthe New York dealer in the 
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him to carry on his business. Long continued 


efforts on the part of the dairymen, backed by 
State officials. had proved that the natioral 
authorities alone bad an arm sufficiently long 
and sufficiently strong to grapple with oleo- 
margarine. A year’s experience bas shown 
that the internal revenue « fficer has the means 
and the machinery to curtail both the produc- 
tion and the sale of the article. The question 
therefore becomes one of exceeding interest to 
the butter-makers what situation they would 
be left in if the internal revenue system were 
wholly abolished, as the extreme high tariff 
men insist that it shall be. 

The annual report of the commissioner of 
internal revenue throws a great deal of light 
on oleomargarine and the law taxing it. After 
show!ng that the total receipts from this source 
for twelve months have been only $950,048, and 
that thissum can hardly be corsidered worth 
going after, the commissioner turns it around 
at a different angle and says frankly that it 
muat be considered “as a protective measure,” 
and consequently that legislation should be di- 
rected to the improvement of its protective 
features if it ia toremain on the statute book. 
This is certainly a logical position, and the 
commissioner is entitled to credit for the can- 
dor of his statements and arguments. If the 
object of the law was to suppress one industry 
for the benefit of another, let us adopt means 
adequate to the end. Let us not pretend either 
that weare seeking revenue for the govern- 
ment or looking after the public health. If we 
are merely looking after the public health and 
seeking tn prevent the manufacture of a dele- 
terlous compound to the injury of the con- 
sumer, only a nominal tax and a nominal 
license are necessary—just sufficient to warrant 
the internal revenue officers in making their 
rounds and keeping watch of the business. 

Turning to that part of the report which 
embraces statistical information, we flod some 
extremely laughable facts. As a part of the 
“plant” for suppressing oleomargarine there 
was set up a chemist’s office in the Bureau for 
the purpose of analyzing all specimens of oleo- 
margarine supposed to be made from bodies of 
diseased animals, “the product of the charnel 
house,” as honorable members of Congress 
declared it to be while the bill was pending. 
One hundred and thirty-one specimens were 
sent in by indignant consumers during the year 
from different parts of the country. Of these, 
21 were found to be oleomargarine, and Il ; 
were found to bs butter. “It is true,” says the 
Commissioner, “that many of these samples 
were found to be mixtures of butter fat with 
chemicals intended for the most part to destroy 
rancidity and to make that which was old and 
stale appear new and fresb; but as the only fat 
employed was butter fat, this offixe was com- 
pelled to decide that the article was not oleo- 
margarine.”’ This is exactly what the oppo- 
nents of the bill said. They said that oleomarza- 
rine was a clean, sweet, wholesome article of | 
food and a great boon to the poorer classes | 
of the community. who were compelled 
to eat rancid butter that bas b-en rendered 
more unhealthfultban before by the use cf | 
chemicals. They said the bill was really a 
measure to protect the slovenly butt-r-makers 
and the mauipulators of their nauseous etuff, 
the good butter-makers needing no protection. 
This is what the tirst year’s operation of the 
law has proved with all the exactitude of 
science. 
that chemist’s office.

Furthermore, we have a serics of reports 
from collectors of internal revenue giving the 
results of their inspection of manufactories of 
oleomargarine. All ofthem report that these 
places are kept scrupulously clean and sweet-

At a recent meeting of the Paris Pharmaceu- 
tical Sovlety, antipyrin came up again for dis- 
cussion, and everyone had something to say. 
Professor Jungtieisch, who bad consulted 
lawyers on the subject, was of opinion that 
there is good ground to contest the patent and 
break it. According to French law a medicine 
cannot be patented. So, to evade the law, the 
makers copyrighted the name, and implicitly— 
but not openly—abandoned the patent. It is 
strange that toreigners should have been able 
to obtain from the French law a protection 
which is explicitly denied to French pharma- 
cists. 

M. Delpech and M. Crinon, of the committee 
on antipyrin appointed at last meeting, re 
ported they had considered the matter, and 
found themselves confronted with toO many 
intricate points of law to enable them to come 
to aconclusion.

It also becomes 
necessary with this improved solvent that 
pharmacists see that it is not improperly used. 
More exact processes, than now exist, are de- 
sirable for ita detection when employed as a 
solvent, especially if used with the ordinary al- 
cohol in the manufacture of tinctures and

Chemical and Allied Industries at 
the Manchester Jubilee Exhibition. 


BY WATSON SMITH. 


The College Of Agriculture, Downton, near 
Salisbury, illustrates, in a series of interesting 
specimens, the experiments and researches of 
Dr. Manro on the utilization of basic slag for 
manurial purposes. A chart is shown indicat- 
ing the effects of basic cinder used as a fer- 
tilizer, 

Piatinum, in the form of apparatus for the 
concentration of sulphuric acid, etc., is shown 
to the value of £3,000. Glass is gradually giving 
way to platinum for the purpose of concen- 
centrating sulphuric acid. In German vitriol 
works these stills are of much more frequent 
occurrence than in English factories. Even in 
the comparatively small Swiss factory of Geb- 
ruder Scknorf, of Uetikon, near Zurich, re- 
ferred to by Lunge, in his book on the “Alkali 
Manufacture,” as amongst the first to adopt 
Maletra’s small kilns, there are two such plati- 
num atill in operation. 

The process of manufacturing gold leaf is 
here seen in practical operation, In beating 
out the leaf a peculiar method of administering 
the blow with the mallet ia necessary—one in 
which a certain forward movement of the 
whole body appears to be involved. This is 
one of the most popular exhibits in thesection. 

Prominent in the exhibit of a magnesium 
company are very fice specimens of the ores 
of the metals antimony, bismuth, magnesium, 
mercury, potassium, sodium, vanadium, also 
silver and gold, with beautiful specimens of 
each of these metals. One of the ingots of an 
timony is perhaps the largest specimen ever 
exhibited. On its surface is distinctly seen the 
beautiful fern-like or “star” crystallization 
that characterisesthis metal when pure; hence 
its technical name “Star Antimony.” One of 
the specimens of bismuth shows the beautiful 
crystals, Grecian key-like in pattern, that char- 
acterize this peculiar metai. Magnesium is 
seen in the various forms in which it is pro 
duced for the market, such as ribbon, wire 
ingots and powder. Possibly the finest speci- 
men of quiksilver ore existent in the world 
may be seen here. This magnesium company 
is the only firm in the kingdom which distils 
mercury from its ore or matrix. A fine speci- 
men of metallic sodium is exhibited. 

The wet process of copper extraction is illus- 
trated, and among the specimens of materials 
and products shown are Rio Tinto Spanish 
pyrites, burnt pyrites, purple cre, lead pre- 
cipitate, silver precipitate and copper precipi- 
tate. The manufacture of sulphate of copper 
asa branch of the foregoing is illustrated as to 
material and product by specimens of argen- 
tiferous and aurifcrous shot copper, sulphuric 
acid, sulphate of copper and silver residue. 

The wet process is used in the extraction of 
copper from the burnt cupreous pyrites used 
in the vitrio) manufacture. The process, as 
worked. is generally designated Henderson's, 
but the idea was first worked out by Mr. Long- 
maid. In 1842 he took out a patent for “Im- 
provements in treating ores and minerals, and 
in obtaining various products therefrom, cer- 
tain parte of which improvements are applica- 
ble to the manufacture of alkali.”” This con- 
sisted in calcining pyrites with sodium chloride 
at a low red heat, lixiviating, precipitating the 
copper with iron and evaporating the liquor 
down to obtain crystals of sodium sulphate, 
This process was worked at St. Helens for some 

time, but wai abandoned in 1862. Mr. Hender- 
son’s process incorporated in a more or less 
modified form Longmaid’s ideas, but te the 
former must be ascribed the credit of first 
recognizing the suitability of burnt Spanish 
pyrites for this method of treatment. Various 
kinds of furoaces have been in use in calcining 
the ore with eojium chloride. loa Longmaid’s 
Process the ore was calcined in an open rever- 
beratory furnace. There have also been em- 
ployed long open turnaces fired by gus, tur- 
naces in which an arch extended from the 
bridge half over the bed, thus protecting the 
ore nearest the bridge from too intense a heat, 
Sulphate of copper was at one time chiefly 
prepared as a by-product in silver smelting 
works. In argentiferous copper mattes ob- 
tained from these works the copper and liver 





were separated by means of sulphuric acid, the 
lMquor obtained being run into leaden tanke, 
and copper sulphate crystallized therefrom. 
The silver and goli were left undissolved by 
the acid. Owing tothe increatiog demand for 
copper sulphate, and this source not being suf- 
ficiently productive, apecial wor«xs are now 
engeged in its manufacture. The quantity 
manufactured is about 16,900 tons. 
* * + + + * 

The manufacture of caustic soda has in- 
creased within the last twenty-two years from 
about 100 tons per week to about 3,900 tons. per 
week. 

Caustic soda is chiefly used by paper makers, 
and in the manufacture of soap; but it has 
also a considerable application for various 
other purposes. Its selling value in 1865 was 
£13 per ton for 60 per cent, in 1873, £22 to £24, 
and the price has now declined to £7 per ton. 

Manganate of soda haa been recently devel- 
oped on a manufacturing scale for the deodor- 
ization or sewage, and as a disinfectant. 


The value of chemicals—with the exception 
of bleaching powder, which is supported by a 
combination of manufacturers—has been re- 
duced about one-half during the last ten years, 

One exhibit is of great historic interest, being 
a faithful representation in model form of the 
simple apparatus which Mr. Jobn Thom, now 
for many years a citizen of Manchester, though 
originally hailing from the neighborhood of 
Glasgow, constructed in 1836 for making soda 
by the ammonia process. Mr. Thom was the 
original discoverer of the simple reaction be- 
tween set quicarbonate, or otherwise bicarbon- 
ate of ammonia and sodium chloride, which 
forms the essential principle of the ammonia 
soda prccess. He was the first who made 
paraffii wax as a commercial article, obtaining 
the paraffin, however, from wood tar by Keich- 
enbach’s process. He made small candles with 

this paraffin so obtained. Moreover, Mr. Thom 
was the firat to manufacture artificial manures 
containing ammoniacal salts; he was actually 
the founder of the artificial manure industry. 
This work was accomplished in a chemical fac- 
tory at Camlachie, near Glargow, belonging to 
Messrs. Turnbull & Kamsay, in whose service 
he then occupied the position of chemist at the 
not too liberal salary of £30 perannum. We 
have already referred to the fact that Dalton 
pressed penny ink pots and soda water bottles 
into his service in the pursuit of scientific 
research, but he was outdone by Thom in point 
of economy, the latter illustrating the reaction 
between sodium chloride and ammonium ses- 
quicarbonate in apparatus simply composed of 
the hollow In the palm of one hand, using the 
finger of the other asa stirrer. I will use Mr. 
Thom’s own words in a letter to his son: “My 
first experiment was made by taking a good 
pinch of the substances (bicarbonate of am- 
monia and common aalt), placing them 
in the palm of my left hand, mixing 
them with the forefinger of the right hand, 
and allowing water to drop from the 
fingers of my right band to wash with as little 
water as possible. The heat of my hand dried 
very soon the pruduct, and I learned that the 
decomposition could be made, whether profit- 
ably or not. This experiment done in the same 
way was shown by me to Professor Graham, 
the late Dr. Young, and many others, amongst 
whom I may mention Mr. Willian: Henderson, 
of Glasgow—then a pupil of Graham's. Afier 
ascertainining that soda could be made in that 
way, I tried it in increasing quantities. I had 
no machinery in connection with it, except an 
old screw press. I mixed the two ealts in tubs 
and then placed the product in the till or burnt 
clay moulds, then used for refining or refined 
sugars. Later on, we substituted wooden ones 
of a similar shape, but larger. The soda was 
not osrystailized by itself, but was dissolved 
with soda from other processes and crystal- 
lized in 600-gallon pans. It was considered 
better to carry this product from the ammonia 
soda process than put up dissolving, crystal- 
lizing and draining apparatus specially for it.” 
This latter statement, of course, means that so 
impure a soda would not bear the expenses 
alone of a sufficient purification, and hence it 
was mixed with the liquors of a stronger and 
purer Leblanc soda, and converted into soda 
crystals, relying upon the fact of formation of 
these crystals from a tolerably dilute solution, 
aud the retention in the mother liquors of the 
salt in exoras and sal ammoniac. The writer 
has received from Mr. William Hénderson, of 
Glasgow, eomplete confirmation of Mr. Thom’s 
statements, and he—Mr. Henderson—describes 
not only the experiments wrought in the palm 
of Mr.Thom’s hand, but the apparatus for 
making larger quantities of the crude am- 
monia soda. 

Sulphate of alumina is produced from alum- 
{nous cake, this being much cheaper than by 
employing the old process, which consisted in 
precipitating the irou from the very crude 
sulphate of alumina by means of ferrocyanide 
of potassium. This article is used in the manu- 
facture of tissue papers and the finest kinds of 
writing papers. 

Concentrated alum is a neutral sulphate of 
alumina of alow price, which may be advan- 
ta.eously employed for paper sizing and the 
precipitation of waters containing sewage and 
Other flocculent mattcr. This article contains 
14 per cent. of alumina, and will compare favor- 
ably with any alumina compound now in the 
market at an equal price. The results are not 
equal to those obtained by the use of aluminous 
cake, but they are satisfactory to those who 
prefer a neutral sulphate,

TUESDAY EVENING, Dec. 27, 1887. 

There is, as might be expected at this time of 
the year, very little news to present concern- 
ing the chemical market. With the exception 
of Newcastle soda ash, the heavy chemicals 
have been negiected and prices are more or 
less nominal. In the general chemicale, the 
principal features of interest are the decline in 
cream of tartar and the advance in chlorate of 
potash. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash, 48 per cent, of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands bas declined tc 1224@

M. Baudoux, whose 
factory and a dwelling house were wrecked in 
March, 1886, has obtained a decree for £34,560 
against the district of Jumet; the Belgian Jaw 
imposing upon all the taxpayers the burden of 
making good damages suffered under such 
circumstances. He has reserved the right to 
make further claims for the losses incurred 
through interruption of work, destruction of 
furniture and wines, etc. Nor is this the entire 
loss. The loss in wages and trade count for 
something, aud the Belgian glass workmen are 
poorer to-day in many respects than they were 
before they broke into the works of M. 
Baudoux and smashed his stock and nearly 
demolished his furnaces. Still the workmen 
had strong ground for complaint. They are 
compelled to work for starvation wages in 
order that their masters may compete with 
their better paid English workmen, and the 
Belgian men know perfectly well that their 
own condition when compared with the con- 
dition of the glass operatives in this country is 
deplorable. They have no trade organizations | 
such as exist here, and so almost without 
leaders they took what they thought was a 
short cut to remedy the evils they saw exist- 
ing. They are kept in ignorance of the vast 
improvement which has taken place in the life 
of the English working classes, but they are { 
gradually but surely Waking up toa realization 
of the fact,and then we shali hear less of the 
cheap Belgian, German and Swedish labor 
swamping our English glass trade.

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The Decomposition of Naphtha by 
Heat, 
BY K. LISSENKO, 

It ig a well known fact that in the distillation 
of Caucasian naphtha some of its constituents 
suffer decompusition at a comparatively low 
temperature. Asan evidence of this, we have 
the formation of coke-like deposits in the 
naphtha stills at Baku, which must be removed 
every 17 to 30 days, in order to prevent the de- 
struction of the stills. 

Itia remarkable that so little attention has been 
paid to this decomposition of the naphtha until 
rccently, that is, about one and three-quarters 
years ago, when G,. Alexejew obtained a patent 
in Ruesia for a special method of obtaining 
comparatively low boiling products from naph- 
tha. This method consists in the distillation of 
tho naphtha in an atmosphere of illuminating 
gas. The part played in this process by the il’ 
minating gas remains unexplained. 

Prof. Lissenko therefore caused Rosenblad to 
make experiments at the laboratory of the 
mining institute, to determine the conditions 
which are most favorable for the decomposi- 
tion of the naphtha residues, without however 
introducing illuminating gas into the retorts. 

The latter consisted of a spherical flask ef 
é fficultly fusible glass, into the neck of which 
was introduced a depblegmating tube 40 om. 
lonzand 15cm. wide, This dephlegmator was 
provided at various heights, at a distance of 
6 cm. from each other, with 4 side tubes, 

Atthe!eginning of the distillation, the va- 
pors were passed through the uppermost side 
tube, while the three lower tubes were closed. 
After the vapors ceased to escape from this 
tube, it was closed and the second lower tube 
was connected with the condenser and receiver. 
Further on the vapors wern passed through the 
third, and finally through the fourth and lowest 
tube, the rece‘ver bcing changcd each time. 

For determining the temperature of the boll- 

io@ naphtha a glass tube, which wes closed at 
tho bottom, was passed t hrough the dephlegma- 
tor to tho bottom of the flask. By mcans ofa 
small glaes cylinder, metallic zinc, silver bro- 
mde, silyer chloride and lead chloride was 
lowered to the bottom of thetube. The tem- 
rerature was then ju“ged by tho melting points 
of these bodies, which are 400 deg. C., 434 deg. C , 
457 ccg. C. and 601 deg.C., respectively. The 
most favorable temperature for the decompo- 
elticn of the naphtha was found to be betwecn 
4 4deg.and 457 deg.C. Similar experimente, 
medo cn a large scale, in Nobel's technical 
laboratory in Petersbu-g, showed that the de- 
c-mposition of the naphtha was mcst readily 
«ff cted at a temperature of 400 deg. C. 

In the described apparatus Rosenblad ob- 
tained from the naphtha residues* 64 per cent. 
‘fo cistillate having a density of 0°860, and 4 
rer cent, of a carbonaceous residue. The first 
distillate, on fractioning, gave fractions having 
the following densities: Pe

Trom the second distillate (0°860) solid hydro- 
carbons separated cn cooling; while the first 
(0°80"), after purification with sulphuric acid 
and elkali, had a yellowish color and empyreu- 
matic odor, but could be converted by a second 
distillation into an excellent illuminating oil. 
which did not turn yellow on exposure to air. 


Theoretically, Lissenko considers the decom- 
position of the heavy constitucnts of naphtha 
into lighter ones a positive fact, while in prac- 
tice tho qucstion remains to be decided. 


The decomposition requires such a retarda- 
tion of the distillation that the daily capacity 
of an epparatus would be reduced to one- 
twentieth. Furthermore, witbout considering 
the necessary purification of the illuminating 
oil obtained, a second distillation must be 
made, which would cvidently increase the cost 
of the product.—Chem. Ztg.

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Shaving Soap. 


The requirements of a shaving soap are, that 
it gives a good Jather with cold as well as with 
warm water, and that the resulting lather wiil 
be permanent enough to soften the hair. It 
should produce no disagreeable «ffect on the 
skin, and have an agreeable odor 

Although a settled soap made from tallow 
and potash lye only, will make an excellent 
shaving soap, I have found that the lathe- ob- 
tained with it is not as good as that of the iol- 
lowing soap. 

The charge for this shaving soap is as followe: 


Venetian turpentine. . 

Soda lye, 38 deg. B., made ‘from 70 to 72 per 

per cent. soda.. an 

The tallow and cocoanut ‘oll are melted to- 
gether, and the sesame oi] and turpentine ere 
added. The fats are allowed to ccol to 88 ceg. 
C., when the lye is added, with constant stir- 
ring. Assoon es the soap begins to thicken it 
is framed and covered with cloths. After re- 
maining this way for 12to 15 bours, the cover 
ig rer.oved, andthe soap is left to cool com- 
pletely. It is then cut and pressed. 

This soap quichiy forms a lather with cold or 
warm water, readily softens the hair, and is 
agreeable to the skin. 

Ancther good shaving soap, which requires 
more care in its preparation, is made in the fcl- 
lowing manner. 

The charge ie as follows : 


Olive oil curd soap 

Cochin cocoanut oil 

Venetian turpentine vate

Water.. 

The cocoanut oll is ‘melted ‘ana the t: irpentine 
added and strained. The fat is then placed ina 
kettle, heated by direct firing, and heated to 88 
deg. C. In the meantime, t'ie olive o!l curd 
soap has been cut into shavings and crushed to 
auniform mese. It is gradually added to ihe 
hot fat, and the whole is crutched until the 
soap is completely dissolved. 

While this is being done, the lye has been 
heated, and isthen added in small portions to 
thosoap. [f the kettle in which the soap is 
being bolled vill retain its heat, the fire may 
now be drawn. It will alwsys take some timo 
before the lye combines with the fat, and con- 
tinued crutching is a neccssity. After the 
combination has been effected, the soda crys 
tals disso)ved in the hot water are added. Tho 
whole isthen thoroughly crutched, perfumed 
and framed. Iron frames should be used, so as 
to have a uniform, rapid cooling. 

For the preparation of soaps by this method, 
I always use an olive oil curd soap, because it 
dissolves better, quicker and more uniformly 
than a tallow soap. 

In perfuming shaving soaps, care should be 
taken not to have the perfumes too strcng. 

Fr rose perfume, oil of geranium is most 
advantageously used as a bse, with ofl of 
lemon, ofl of cedarwood and almond oil. For 
cheaper perfumes, oll of citronella is used asa 
base, with oil of cassia, oil of cloves, oil of fen- 
nel, o'l of lavender, oil of caraway, etc.—

Chemical Notes.

According to tho Rcv. Scientifique, Kauffman 
has been making experiments in the eolidifica- 
tion of petroieum, which have led to better ro- 
gulte than thoso obtained in the United States. 
It is noteasy to.see any pecuilar advantages 
offered by the method, which consists in heat- 
ing the oil with 1 to 8 per cent. of soap. But 
the claim is made that the mixture does not 
readily ignite, burns slowly, and whol'y with- 
out smoke, and leaves only 2 per cent. of an 
odorless, black residuum. The resultsin Amer- 
ica have not been altogetber encouraging, and 
Kauffmann thinks his success may be dus toa

THE METALLIC VANDANATES. 

In a COMmuDicativon to the Association BSci- 
entifique, Mr. Carnot recently pointed out the 
combinations which vanadic acid makes with 
baryta and atrunt a andshows huw they may be 
utilized in « ffecting a very exact reparation cf 
the two bases. Sal ammoniac is added toa 60- 
lution of the salts of baryta and strontia, and 
is then fully saturated with pure ammonia. 
Then a weak solution of the vanadate of NH; 
is added and the whole brought to the boiling 
point. The vanadate of BaO thus formed pre- 
cipitates in heavy grains which become as- 
tached to the vessel. It is left to cool in aclosed 
receiver and afterward decanted and washed 
with cold water. In the liquor, the strontia is 
precipitated by NH, and thecarbonate by NHy 
The carbonate of ©O is colored and weighed. 
The precip‘tate of barytic salt is redissolved by 
HCl (diluted) and the baryta is weighed in tbe 
form of the suiphate.—J. de Pharm. et de Chim., 
Nov. 1, 1837. 

THE MIOCROBE OF INDIGO. 

Nothing further was needed to place the 
dyer’s art upon a strictly scientific basis than 
the discovery ofa bacillus as an underlying 
cause of ore of the great dyes. Bacilli have 
been found everywhere, and even the bacter 
ium of beer lent a new dignity to that product; 
60 dyers will of course be proud to know that 
the bacillus of indigo bas Seen discovered, in- 
vestigated and labelled. In a communication 
to the French Academy of Scinoes, M. E. Al- 
varey gives what appears to be a demonstra- 
tion of the fact that the “iadigogenous bac- 
terium”’ is a distinct micro-organisin which 
brings about the fermentation necessary [to 
produce the blue color of the indigofera. His 


: nethod of test.ng the matter was to make a 


sterilized decoction of the indigo plant and 
seal it hormetically in glass, in which condition 
it retained i's natural reddish color for many 
months, Then he made another decoction of 
the plant and allowed itto ferment, and from 
this liquid he separated a few of the living bac- 
torla and added them tothe reddish liquid which 
ho had kept sealed. The bacteria felt at home 
in the decoction and ccmmenced at once to 
multiply until the genuine indigo of commerce 
was produced. Exactly what bear'nz this dis- 
covery will have upon indigo manufacture 
cannot yet be determined: but it is obvious 
that ifthe color cf indigo is wholly due to a 
microbe it should be a! le to turn almost any 
ligu'd into indigo, In that case dealers in dye- 
stuffes20uld import only the indigo microbe 
—there is no duty on microbes- and they 
could make np the product “in quantities to 
suit’ and also save freight cha~ges. 

ROSHYDRAZINE AND A NEW CLASS OF COLOR- 

ING MATTERS, 

J. H. Ziegler (Deut Ch. G. t. 20) reports that 
if 56 gms. of rosaniline be dissolved in 80 c.o, of 
concentrated hydrochloric with 70 c.c. of water, 
and that if we add, whi!e slowly cooling, 3 gms, 
5 cf nitrite of 6 dium dissolved in lOcc. of 
water, we obtain a diazo derivative under 
the form of a liquid brown; f we now pour 
this liquid into a carefully cooled solution of 
12 ems, of tin in 30 cc. of hydrochloric acid, 
the l'quor turns red and the hydrazine deriva- 
tivereparates in crystals. This coloring mat- 
ter issoluble in cold water, and is a'most in- 
soluble in corcentrated hydrochloric acid; the 
author bas named it roshydrazine. In dyeing 
it gives, sccording to the discoverer, shades of 
a much more interse blue than can be obtained 
with fuchsine. I. reduces Fch!ing’s liquor 
(cold), and unites with tho greatest facility 
with the acetones and with the aldehyder, The 
following list gives the products as formed 
with the various aldehydes or ucetonee; they 
are soluble in alcohol, and slightly a 
in wator: Fecrmic acid, acetone and al- 
dehyde give red; pyruvic acid, blue; 
be-czophenone, violet blue; benzoic aldehyde 
and aceto acetic ether, blue; glucose, bluish 
gray. A blue which is soluble in water is ob 
tained with the sulphonic derivative of benzoic 
aldehyde. 

Colors upon tissues may be produced in two 
waye: 1. By placing the tissue dyed with 
rosbydrazine, in a bath of aldehyde or acetone. 
2. In using aldehyde or acetone as a mcrdant, 
and dyeing ina bath cf roshydrazine. Aga'n, 
by replacing the rosaniline (in the roshydrazine 
preparatior) by the sulphon!c rosaniline, we 
obtain the sulphoric roshydrazine, whose pro- 
duct’, with the aldehydes and acetones, are 
soluble in water. In operating with sa‘rantne 
ag we do with rosaniline, we obtain a red c“lor 
ing matter, but it has no re'ation to the hy- 
drezino series.— Bull. de la Soc. Chimaue de 
Paris, Nov. 5, 1887. 


REACTION OF COTTONSEED OIL. 

Cottonsecd oil treated with the subacetate 
of lead and n caustic alkali takes, almost in- 
stantaneously, a reddish orange color. This 
reaction is peculiar to it, for olive, castor, 
almond, rape, poppy and cod liver oils—and 
even butter—treated in this way give a milky 
whiemixture. Labiche’s method is to mix 
equal parts of the oil and of subacetate of 
lead; be then adds ammonia and agitates 
briskly. The acetate decomposes and the 
nascent oxygen reacts upon the oil, causing 
the orange red color. Oils containing 20 per 
cent of cottonseed oil change ulmost immedi- 
ately; when the proportion is smaller, the tint 
* *pears sconcr or later upon the eurface of the 

guid.—J. de Ph.; L Uni n Phar , Nov., 1887. 


AIMMCACTURE OF AMMONIACAL SULPHATE OF 
COPPER. 


we ” Ye quantities of ammonia used in 


making ammoniacal copper are now Fo large 
that a scarcity is felt in European markets, and 
the prices have largely advanced. He, there- 
fore, proposes that makers add to the mizture 
of the sulphates of copper and ammonia a fixed 
alka'i, such as potash or soda, which would set 
at liberty the oxide of copperand the ammonia 
in the same liquid, thus fosming the “celestial 
water” without having recourse to liquid am- 
monia. He gives the following formule:

The only precaution to be observed consists 
in adding no more caustic soda than ie strictly 
necessary to redissolve the fi st precipitate of 
the exide of copper which appears. A sufficient 
quantity has been adced when the mixture te- 
comes of a clear blue color. An xoess of toia 
causes a precipitation of the ammoniacal-cu- 
pric basic salta. Another mixture may be 
made with the milk of lime, but it contains a 
small quantity of free sulphato of copper. 

OZOKERITE—ITS INCREASING VALUE. 

The Journal de Ph rma te et “e Chimte of 
Dec. ‘st points out the }casous of (the advance 
in price of ozokerite, and it is not improbable 
that our principal deposits of the rubstance— 
now supposed to be in Utuh and Ar zona—may 
beroon utilixd. It is well known that the 
supply of gutta-percha is rapidly diminishing, 
and electricians have long sought for a eub- 
stance which may be mixed with it or substi- 
tuted for it. It appears ttat czokerite may bo 
used in at least «ne of these wuye, for M./. 
Rateau,a@ mining engineer, and cuthor of the 
article to which reference is here made, states 
that a mixture of two pars of ozokerite with 
one cf caoutchouc or gutta-percha. makes a 
perfect insulator for cables. At present, how- 
ever, the principal uso for czokerite lies in its 
availability for tho white hydrocarbon knuwa 
as ce ein, which, with pareffice, has Jargely 
replaced beeswax. Yet the growing demand 
for czokerite in this direction alose will lead 
to the development of known deposits, and it 
ig not unlikcly that many otacr dcposits than 
those cited will be found in the United State’. 

For tbis reason it will 1 ot be out of placoio 
give Mr. Rateau’s description of the substance 
as found in Borys aw in oriental Galicia, the 
only locality in which cz :kerite is mined in 
any consicerab‘e quantity. Ozokerit:,says the 
au‘hcr, isam'‘x‘ure in va liable propurtions of 
simp!e hydrocarbons, having about 85 per cent. 
of carbon and 16 per c ct. of hydrogen; ita 
chenical formula would be about (go eo 
while that of petrol. um is 3's, It:.ppears 
in various forms between a\.ry «ft substance 
resembling petroleum ri.h in p-raffiine and a 
bicck substance as hard ax gypsum. When of 
a: uffictently good quali y for the manufacture 
of ceresin it is quite piactic with a fibrous 
breek; its color varies from a clear yellow to a 
cecp browr ; it me]ts at 63 dg.

It ig so!ub'o in benzine, turpentine and petro- 
leum. It is fcurd as a comp nicn to petro- 
Jeum, and in the district of B-ryslaw—called 
the “Little Galician Ca'ifurnia”—is mined ina 
very primitive manner. Aceording to law, 
each surface proprictor may mine his own pe- 
troloum and ozokerite ; as u consequence, the 
district contains o\ er 12,000 pits, and into theso 
the proprietar enters, with his wife and cbil- 
dren, to dig out what they can. Three or four 
companies have formed cf late years, but their 
mining operations, though commercially suc- 
ceessul, have been conducted in a way which 
would uake competition easy. The logs of life 
in the min’ 8 has varied from 7 to 15 per 1,000, 
per yea’; thatin ordinary mines is estimated 
by the author at 1'83 per 1,000 per year. The 
annua! product is figured at 20,000 tens, valued 
at 12,000,000 francs. 

PREPARATION OF EXTRACT OF LOGWOOD. 

A method has been lately registered by Kor- 
schett of Zittau, in which the inventor claims 
to produce an extract of logwoed having a o»l- 
oring power of much greater inntensity then 
can be obtained from the processes in common 
use. Thisis accomplished by adding to the 
water used in dissolving the extract, or to the 
original extracts as first made, a certain quan- 
tity of the borates, phosphates, or silivates of 
fixed alkalies, The quantity of alkaline salt is 
calculated on the supposition thatthe dry ex- 
tract is formed exclusively of hematoxylin and 
adding for each of its molecules the amount of 
the salt necessary to represent one atom of so- 
dium or potassium. The alkaline extract is 
concentrated in the air or in vacuo until it 
sbows a specific gravity of 1°27.

All attention bas seemingty been 
devoted to the Christmas holidays, and no busi- 
ness of any account is looked for until after 
the new year. 

Albumen—The market continues firm,though 
business has been rather quiet since our last 
report. There bave been no changes, the mar- 
ket being identical with last week. The ruling 
prices for prime are etill 16@16}¢c. Egg remains 
firm at 600, 

Aniline colors have sold fairly well in a job- 
bing way, but nothing out o the ordinary has 
been done. Prices continue at old figures. 

Alizarine has been wanted to afair extent, 
all sales being on the jobbing order. We are 
unable to note any changes in the quotations, 
and they continue as follows 18c for ordinary 
lota and 1$c for smaller parcels. 

Bichromate of Potash—The market has been 
rather quiet since our last writing, and very 
few sales have been made. Prices continue at 
the following figures: 10}40 on orders for 5 
casks, while for smaller lots a higher price 
would be asked. Bichromate of soda has been 
in limited request, with values quoted as fol- 
lows: 8}¢c for 5 cask orders, with a correspond- 
ing advance on orders for smaller lots. 

Cochineal—There are no special features 
noticeable in the market for this article. Sales 
are reported of 200 bags Teneriffe for shipment. 
The market is steady, but there is no evidence 
ofany special firmness.

Gambier—The Felicina Antonio P. has ar- 
rived since our last writing, bringing supplies 
of this article to the extent of some 4,200 bis.

We are indebtee to Messrs. F, W, Heilgers tor 
the following dated, Calcutta, November 12, 
1887: Weconfirm our last report dated 24tb. 
ulto, Since then about 2,509 chests of crude 
have arrived in the market of wuich about 400 
Chests have been sold by private contracts. As 
compared with last years average rates the 
prices paid show an advance of about Rsb@10 
per fr md, which, combined with present lower 
rates of exchange, means about last years ay- 
erage prices. 

Regarding the quality outturn of present 
crop we think, after having inspected a large 
number of boiling samples of first cuttings 
that we are right in saying, that the proportion 
of fine indigo will be very limite< this year. 
The bulk consists of good and useful medium 
qualities, mostly clean pasted principally red 
and red violet. We have seen very few really 
bad coppers, whilst the defective and drossy 
kinds are mostly very colory and useful as far 
as the separate districts are concerned, we may 
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mention that lower bengals is decidedly better 
than last year, Moorshedabad in particular 
being very good, Jessore|reaching fair average 
quality, Kishnaghur on the other hand turning 
out rather irregular, The same may be said of 
Purneah, where some of the betier marks turn 
out below their usuai standard, whilet some of 
the inferior marks show a decided improvement. 
Tirhoot and Chumparen will hardly come up to 
average quality, but Chuprah generally is very 
good and decidedly better than last year. Kho- 
onties; from the few samples which we have 
seen, promise well and may, on the whole, turn 
out even better than first cuttings. The Oudes 
which we have seen are generally satisfactory, 
although the quality is certainly below that of 
last season, The quality is generally tender 
and of good appearance but the bluish and vio- 
let kinds are predominating. It is gratifying 
- to note that most of the indigo has been pack- 
ed dry.
